[Rxcerpt| Some 4 weeks ago the UN General Assembly held 4 special session 
to diecuse the Palestinian teaue and adopted basic resolutions in favor of 
the Palestinian people and the PLO. Two weeks ago, the UN Security Council 
held an emergency session to discuss leraeli Decision to annex Arab Jeru- 
salem to lerael. 


irrespective of the resulte of the Security Council debate, Arab diplomatic 
efforte will not stop, as Arab League UN Ambassador Dr Clovis Maqeud has 
told AL-HAWADITH. The Arabe will use 411 waye and means provided by the 
international organization to achieve their aime, be they diplomatic, eco- 
nomic or ailitary. 


| asked Ambassador Maqeud in hie Washington office: But who is to imple- 
ment these sanctions or nilitery seasures’ 


He replied: The Arabe, of course. The United Nations approves of punishing 
lerael. 


| eaid: The American representatives at the General Assembly said that the 
Arabe will not secure the votes of two-thirds of the General Assembly mat- 
tere if they seek to freeze lerael's membership. 


He anevwered: We guarantee two-thirds of the votes, because the majority 
of world states are with the Arabs. 


| eaid: Do you believe that the Jerusalem problem will restore Egypt to 
the Arab camp’ Could it be a reason for Egypt to abandon Camp David’ 


He said: Sasically, lereel regarded Camp David as an authorization to con- 
tinue with ite obstinate policy. Since Camp David Ierael has intensified 

















the conetfretion of settlements and expanded the exteting ones, annexed 
Jerusalem and persisted in ite barbaric attacks on south Lebanon, This 
meane that Camp David te gore an American achievement than a Middle Eastern 
one. Regarding the second part of the question, 4 change will occur in 
Laypt and Egypt wiil resume ite natural Arab role. 


When we goved on to discuss the American election, | asked Dr Maqeud: In 
your opinton, who is better for Arab causes! Carter or Reagan’ 


te anewered!: & \ of thes are bad. If the Arabs wish to overthrow one of 
the candidates, they have only to say that they support hia. 


Dr Mageud (net spoke about lerael's disregard of all international laws. 
Ne said! lerael is a state which has never had 4 sense of reaponsibility 
for ite actions. Thies is a very odd situation. 


| seated: What about the Arabs’ respect for America’s interests and America's 
disrespect of Arab interests? 


Dr Maqeud replied: There ie an extensive Arab awareness that it is no 
longer permissible to meet America's demands unless America meets Avab de- 
mands. If America has interests, so do the Arabs. The last meeting between 
King Khalid and President Saddam fusayn on Jerusalem emphasized the afore- 
mentioned fact not only with regard to America but also with regard to 
world states. The decision to take a unified stand against every state 
that recognizes Jerusalem as lIerael's capital is an indication that the 
Arabs have begun to couple words with deeds. The fact is that the equa- 
tion between America’s insistence on fulfilling its economic requirements 
and ite disregard of crucial Arab interests cannot go on. This equation 
must be balanced through gore dialog, gutual understanding and frankness, 
without convulsions and by further study of all the legitimate Arab demands. 
That we should fulfill their demands while they deny ours is also an ab- 
normal situation. 


[Question] ie this a genuine posture or just mere words? 


|Anewer| Arab convictions have begun to crystallize in the behavior of the 
Arab governments. This was apparent recently when the IMP attempts to re- 
ject PLO's admission as an observer and Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and the UAE 
responded by suspending their contributions. We are now open to dialog, but 
not 4a one-way dialog. 


[Question) is thie a warning that the Arab League is addressing to the 
world? 


|Anewer) Developments demand that the Arabs adopt serious stands. We do 
not warn; we draw attention. True, we have problems and we talk, but the 
people have begun to think and talk. Sometimes in the past, we used to 

tl ink of @ subject but not announce it. Sometimes we announce «4 stand but 
do not act on it. The process of coupling words with deeds has now begun. 

















(Question) Why did the Arabs react to the Buropean initiative the way they 
did? 


|Anawer| The European proposale are @ positive step but not precise. If 
it represents 4 final European stand, then it te unacceptable. But if 

it constitutes a step and « beginning, then we approve of it. The European 
representative now vieiting the area will submit hie report. This means 
that the Buropeans will be reconsidering their stance. Therefore, we can- 
not say that the Europeans’ Venice proposals were final. 


(Question) Let ue suppose that the Europeans’ Venice etance is the first 
step! should not the Arabe encourage them in thie direction in order to 
strengthen their position vis-a-vis the United States’ 


|Anewer) Ae far as Europe is concerned, the basic factor ie recognition 
of the PLO. Have the Europeans come up with an equation stipulating that 
the PLO must participate in the peace discussions’ The European position 
is ambiguous. lerael's record proves that it alwaye interprets ambigui- 
ties in a manner that serves ite occupation and expansion. The European 
initiative is a fine gesture, but the way it was produced is bad. We hope 
it will be reporduced in 4 better ganner. We are neither negative nor 
positive; our position depends on the resulte. 


[Question] Should not the Europeans recognize the PLO as 4 result of the 
Common Market's recent mission? 


|Anewer) If they fail to do so, the Europeans gust be wasting a4 historic 
opportunity, because they will not have carried out their convictions.

[Excerpt] [Question] What is your assesement of the current situation in 
the Middle East? 


|Anewer! It guest be said that the peace process in the Middle East has now 
reached an impasse, especially in relation to the Egyptian-Ieraeli auton- 
omy talks. It is internationally recognized that these talks have failed. 
The recent Ieraeli measure annexing the city of Jerusalem demonstrates 
Clearly and definitely the extent of lerael's obetinacy and defiance of 

all international principles and laws, which make illegal Israel's measures 
to Judaize and annex Jerusalem ite silitary occupation of the holy city in 
1967. 


Meanwhile, I am certain that President al-Sadat is aware of the failure of 
the Egyptian-Ieraeli talks. Ail-Sadat, however, continues to pin hopes on 
the peace process which he has initiated with Ierael, because he does not 
wish to admit the erroneousness of this process which started with the Camp 
David agreements and the separate Egyptian-Israeli peace accord. Peace in 
the Middle East can be achieved only by Arab consensus, because the Pales- 
tinian issue concerns all the Arab states. 


It ie aleo clear that the situation in the Middle East has reached an is- 
passe because the United States, which can exert pressure on Israel, is now 
preoccupied with the Presidential election and is therefore giving secondary 
attention to the Middle East. Also, the focus of international attention, 
especially in the United States, the country which is primarily concerned 
with the peace process in the area, has shif 4 to the Iranian-American 
diplomatic crisis. By its present policy, Israel is trying to complicate 
matters and increase tension in the area while it continues to defy the 
international will, deny the Palestinian people's rights which have been 
recognized by the international comunity, and disregard the principles of 
human rights. 











[Question) in your capacity as 4 politician whe has been following the 
developments in the Middle last, what in your opinion is the way out of 
the impasse which the Middle last peace process has reached! 


|Anewer| 1 believe that the Middle East crisie gust be resolved through 
comprehensive international participation in the peace efforts by puttive 
the Middle East iesve before an international conference in which the 

United States, the Soviet Union, Burope and a1] the parties concerned with 
the Arab=-leraeli conflict will participate under UN supervision. We are 
now living in an age of international solidarity and noe one state, however 
strong and gwighty, has tle right to sonepolize the responsibility of media- 
ting te resolve such 4 complex iesue as the Middle East: This issue con- 
cere the entire international community, in view of the fact that the whole 
world’s future depends on the fate of che Middle Past area, with ite poli- 
tical and economic importance to the world. It is true that the United 
States ie the only country which can exert direct pressure on lerael to fol- 
low the road to peace. Therefore, Washington @uet pressure the Tel Aviv 
yovernment and participate with the international community in the interna- 
tional diplomatic efforte to eneure stability and security in the Middle 
East and throughout the world, Everybody is aware that, if the Soviet 

Vnion remains outside the peace efforts in the Middle East, it has the 

weans to frustrate any settlement achieved in the area without ite parti- 
cipation, because Soviet influence existe in the area whether Washington likes 
it or not, 


[Question] What role can Europe play in the Middle East peace efforte? 


|Anewer| If we review the history of events in the Middle East from 1947 
through French President Giscard d'Estaing's visit to the Arab area last 
March, we will find out that Burope ueed to be content to comment and ex- 
press views on the settlement plane put forward by the United States for a 
peaceful settlement in the area. I believe, however, that the statements 
President Giscard made during hie Arab tour are regarded ae 4 historic turn- 
ing point in the European Middle East role, especially because ail the 
European Common Market member states supported the settlement princisies 
voiced by the Frerch president: the need for Israeli withdrawal from the 
Arab territories occupied in 1967, for the Palestinian people to have the 
right to determine their own fate, and for PLO participation in the diplo- 
matic efforts in the area. The European comunity has agreed to contribute 
to the achievement of these principles. This is 4 very positive situation, 
because some of the European states which adopted these principles previous- 
ly opposed PLO participation in the international efforts. This Buropean 
change constitutes support for the Arab cavee ia international diplomatic 
circles. European envoy Thorn's tour of the Arab capitale will edd strength 
to this Fu opean stance. The day gust come for the Buropean community to 
take an effective diplomatic initiative to contribute to the establishment 
of a comprehensive, just peace. The European stand guest have an impact on 
Europe's ally, the United States, which gust eventually adopt the same 











attitude as Burepe to the principles of 4 peaceful, just settlement in the 
Middie bast, What | wieh to say le that Burepe, in ite moves regarding the 
Middle fast, te pursuing quiet diplomacy which requires intensive contacts 
with the parties to the Afab=leraeli conflict before defining the basie of 
the Burepean initiative, which | br liewe will one day emerge strong and 
clear and bring the Middle Bast crisis back to an international conference 
to establieh the neceseary international guarantees for peace between the 
Arabe and leraei.

(Text) Because Arab o11 is considered by those who have it and by the world 
to be 4 universal commodity, it ie natural that of!) funds, of gore scourately, 
surplue of] funde should become global funds roamine the capital markets 
abroad in search of security, profit of trade. Arab banks would not have 
been able to accommodate thie eudden activity had not Beirut been an advanced 
center for banking, technical services and business before the of] surge. 
Beirut had thue acquired a world-wide reputation which it did not lose 
despite the destructive war. Other Buropean and Arab capiteale were not able 
te take Beirut's place. 


Recently, more specifically simee the wart in Lebanon began, 4 new phenomenon 
hes emerged: banke and bankere are now goving to the international centers 

of capital, whereas in the past only capital moved. Some people are saying 
that thie phenomenon ic damaging, because it is stripping the Arab world of 
necessary expertise, and tempting those who have capital to gove away from 
their homelands, thereby depriving these homelands of investment and deve lop- 
ment opportunities. But other people are saying that thie prevents foreigners 
from carrying out the plunder and the exploitation they used to carry out. 


Now that this phenomenon has been established and has become an existing 
fact, AL-HAMADITH thought it would be appropriate to shed some light on this 
phenomenon, regardless of ite prose and cone and regardless of who ite heroes 
ate and what people think of them. This will be the beginning of 4 journal- 
istic assignment that will in the future assume the character of « meticulous 
ecientific inquiry. AL-HAMADITH met with Dr Bashir ai-Zuhayri, Sabih Shukri, 
"Ali ai-Jammal and ‘Abd-al-Karim al-Mudarris. Thies special supplement is

‘Text) Financial experts estimate that at the end of 1979 ofl exporting coun- 
tries had 200 billion dollars in assets outside the Arab world. They are 
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saving that the conditions whieh were created by the revolution ia lran== 
conditions Which shrivelled the volume of development projects in these 
Count les~-will increase those aesets another 100 billion dellare, These 
people add, “About 70 percent of these assets which are considered surplus 
@il money belongs to the countries of the gulf and eapectally Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab Beirates, The amount of these assets which are 
owned by individuals does not exceed 15 percent, but it does constitute huge 
accumulations of capital, eepeeially if the population ic compared te the 
amount of these assets,” 


Thie situation .sisese an inevitable question: Where do the Arabe invest 
their ®oney, anc what sectors do they prefer in investment operations’ 
Dr Bashir a)=7uhayri, direeter of the Arab=-furepean Bank Group in London, 
says! 


“There are Arab investments owned by governments and placed by funde created 
by these governments; and there are private Arab investments. We must in 
fact distinguish between these two kinds of investments. Investments that 
aseume 4 governmental chatacter and constitute a monetary surplus revert to 
the of! producing countries, Since 1979 statistics have not yet been teeued, 
1978 statistics did shed some light on the distribution of these investments. 


“There are, first, capital investments in international markets, that is, the 
fueds that are in circulation in the capital market~--furomarket. It is esti- 
mated that these funde are around 60 billion dollars, 


“Second, there are direct investments in the United States, that is, the 
investments that are made in securities, in investment certificates and in 
treasury notes. These are usually iseved by major banke and purchased by 
Arab countries that have 4 surplus when these countries invest part of their 
capital in U.S. markets. Third, there are direct investments in the indus- 
trial countries, that is, 4 qumber of Arab countries that have surplus funds 
are investing part of their capital in shares in major industrial corpora- 
tions of in joint industrial organizations. For example, shares in the 
Mercedes Corporation were purchased, and recentiy Libya purchased shares in 
the Fiat Automobile Company. Other investments are also made in various 
sectors. It has been estimated that these investments amount to about 35 
billion dollare. 


“Pourth, there are loans and aid to developing countries: about 20 billion 
dollars have already been offered. There are also capital contributions for 
developing the international development organizations such as the interna- 
tional food funds or the organigations that are affiliated with IBRD. These 
contributions are estimated at about 12 billion doliare. This eum const itutes 
the trends that Arab government investments sbroad [seem to be taking). 


“In return for the joy which the western world feels for ite success in luring 
Arab oil funds to urope, guch criticism is being leveled against these 
methods of investment. Among such critical remarks, for example, [are the 
foilowing}): Why are the Arabs investing their capital in dollare when the 
Goliat is in such decline in toney markets world-wide’ Why don't the Arabs 











resort te the “eurreney basket” gethed’ Why doen't the Arabs invest in the 
Arab countries! Dr al-tuhayrl says, “Arab countries sell their of) for 
dollars; of) contracts are concluded in dollars, When the proceeds of these 
contfecte ate collected, these proceeds are in dollare and not in another 
eutfency, Te protect themeelves from currency fluctuations, the Arab coun= 
tries resorted to~-and the world @arket te etill experiencing such fivetua= 
\lene=-diversifying their foreign currency reserves and iavestaente, They 
began to convert the dollar te other currencies like the pound sterling and 
the Dewtechmark, Thue they afadually formed 4 kind of currency basket. 
There te another example: A loan wae agreed upon between Saudi Arabia and 
Weet Germany, Thie kind of investment indicates that Arab lnveetmente are 
being diversified, 


“Contfary to what te being rumored, | do not believe that preseures are being 
eade on the Arab countries to deposit their funds in specific countries; 
rather, the funds go where the depositor’s interests lie and especially where 
there are obviows changes in interest rates. If we were to take the last two 
monthe a6 an example, we would see that the interest rates in dollare had 
rieen to 16 percent, and an inelination to invest in dollars emerged. This 

is because the interest rate is rewarding and beneficial. But te counter this 
investment in dollare were the dangers that arose a6 4 result of the fluctua- 
tione in the other foreign currencies which did not raise interest rates. 
Deposits were then made wherever payment contracts were to be found, that ie, 
when the Arab countries hed obligetions to pay for industrial equipment, for 
basic foods or for any purchases. if these contracts were made in dollars, 
funde for aaking those payments hed to be deposited in doliare. in thie case, 
the depositor would not aseume reeponsibility for fluctuations in the exchange 
rates for that currency. it is for thie reason that | do not beliewe there 
are political pressures, but there are agreements and gutua! interests between 
the Arab countries and the advanced industrial countries. 


“There are, of course, conflicting opinions in the hallways of capitalists’ 
chambers around the future of Arab inweetments and especially Arab deposite. 
Questions are being raised earnestiy about the future of deposite, especially 
after President Carter frove iranian funds. it is being said that political 
intervention in thie area has weakened the depositor’s confidence in those 
banks that complied with the measure. Afterwards there was 4 movement to 
expend Arab banke so a8 to create the proper technology that would oversee 
the growing Arab deposite. The danger to Arab deposite emerged not too lone 
ago when 4 movement appeared in the meetings of presidents of western banke 
to draw up 4 epecial policy for lending @goney to developing countries, and 
the Arab countries are, of course, among them. What does thie gean’ If this 
policy is édrave up, it will wltimetely @ean that it will affect development 
projects in the Arab world, 


“If these countries were to declare, for example, that the loane they will 
make will be 4 certain percentage of the capital or of the deposits available 
in batke, thie would mean that the ability to lend money would be determined 
by thie policy, and the countries that will be affected by this policy are the 
untties that borrow @oney. These countries need the loans to complete 














existing piojecte they have, they need the loane for development operations, 
fer settling 4 temporary defieit im the balance of payments, of fer guaran= 
teeing that basic Gateriale afte laperted, 


“In western countries a1) thie leads te an increase in the quantity ef cur- 
fency that femaine uninvested, When thie quantity of currency @rows, 
interest fates can be Sanipulated, When interéet rates fall, Arab deposite 
will be substantially affected, it te thie situation that proposes anew 

the need to éfeate an Arab Soney @arket and the need to create Arab financial 
imetitutions that specialize in lending operations and in utilising thie in- 
terest te bene ¢ Arab interests on the one hand and the interests of Arab 
investors, of (be other,”

telex of on the teleprinter, ft is ewen difficult to explain the reasons 
why these figures change. Ovring the past 15 gonthe billions of dollars 
have been transferred from the gulf and from Saudi Arabia to Europe. Al- 
though it is difficult to determine the amount of these funds, one of the 
directors of foreign banke in London's financial district, the City, says, 
“Dering the firet few senthe of 1979 billions of dollars were taken out of 
the Middle fast and sent to furepe te settle in Buropean banks. After the 
shock of 1974 jofficiale in) Burepean banks are no longer astonished when 
billions of delleare are suddenly mowed. That was the time when the ery that 
was heard in financial and political circles wae thie: ‘What will the Arabs 
é0 with their surplus funde’ a6 4 result of the fact that oil prices had 
been doubled’” 


if it ie Giffiewlt to tabulate the real sums of money that are leaving their 
Atab homeland permanentiy or temporarily, it ie aleo difficult to pinpoint 
the single basic reason [for thie phenomenon). is it the revolution of Iran’ 
ie it the threatened stability in the area and the subsequent intervention 

of the Soviets in Afghanistan’ OF is it the inability of Arab and even inter- 
aational banke in that area to accommodate thie surplus’ Are these funds 
being sent to Europe for investment purposes in the fore of world-wide loans 
or what’ Before 411 this (happened), what role did Arab banks play to attract 
thie surplus’ The flow of Arab funds to the magic safes in Europe hase not 
stopped. The overflow of funde was sent to the United States and then east- 
ward to South Korea, to Japan and sometimes to Hong Kong. The world is now 
experiencing the phenomenon of Arab funds without regional or international 
identities leaving their homeland. This immigrant who needs no passport, no 
entrance viea and so multi-colored luggage has caused 4 strange madness in 
furope that is still im ite initial stages. According to one of the finan- 
cial experts, the catastrophe has been delayed and no one knows whom it will 
hit. Will it hit Burepe which is receiving the immigrant vith an ardent 
embrace, or will it hit the immigrant’s country’ What is important is the 
fect that there are many questions that need anewers. We had the following 
interview vith Sabih Shukri, the leading figure in Arab banks in London (as 
the financial city calle him) and the executive director of the Allied Arab 
Bane 











[Question] You had advieed the late ‘Abd=al-Hamid Shuman, the founder of 
the Arab Bank to open 4 branch of the Arab Bank in London, You gave hie 
thie advice before the Jume war, We felliowed your advice, and you did [in 
fact) open 4 branch in Londen in 1972, What is the reason that made you 
predict that Arab surplue funde will be unexpectedly large after the Ramadan 
\Geteber) war in 197) se @& to make Arab banks in particular seek those funds 
in Burepe iteell’ 


|Anewer|) The story began when | was director of al-Ralidin Bank in London, 

| returned to Jordan late in 1965 a6 director of the same bank in Amman, and 
| wae in Jordan during the 1967 war. After a careful reading of all the 
circumstances surrounding the area, and especially the of) crieise and the 
fear and anxiety that developed therefrom in the world's banking and finan- 
clal cireles a6 4 result of the taterruption of of] resources and the closing 
of the Sues Canal, it became evident to me that o11 resources will become the 
principal question for the world with regard to the Middle East region. 
Therefore, | thought that @11 Arab financial inetitutions should prepare 
themseives to establish their especial presence in world markets so that they 
would be ready to accommodate the surplus Arab funds in the future. It is 
coincidental in thie regard that | was able to establish the foundations of 
the bank in 1972 so it would ready for operations early in 1973. 





[Question] A few years later you took another step that was more courageous 
and more comprehensive. You established an independent bank in London in 
particular. Thie wae not 4 branch as had been customary. Why did you take 
this step’ 


|\Anewer| it was the same logic that required that thie step be made. At 
that time I thought that inetead of having branches of banking inetitutions 
outside the Arab countries, there should be Arab banking establishments whose 
main office and centere were outeide the Arab world. These banke could serve 
as 4 bridge to connect Arab markets to the present sarket in London on the 
basie of the fact that London was their universal center. Currency conversion 
and investment decisions would thus be more flexible and subject to sore 
liberal conditions with univereal guarantees. Such decisions would not be 
restricted by the political and economic restraints in the Arab countries, 
and euch establishments would be more beneficial than others for Arab finan- 
cial investments. 


[Question] Arab banks then began to be established quickly, and they began 
to grow quickly. What were the early days of these banks like, or if you 
will, the branches of these banks’ 


|Anewer|) As far as | know the first Arab bank was established in England 
in 19%. This was 4 branch of al-Rafidin Bank, which is the bank of the 
iraqi government. Afterwards, Arab banks began to establish branches in 
Britain firet and then in the rest of Burope. | do not remember that a 
bank began operating in Europe before that date. 


[Question) Why weren't Arab banks established i: Europe before that date’ 














|Anewer) Tie reason, | think, is that Arab banks in the Arab countries 
themselves were not Sajor establishments with technical capabilities that 
would enable them to establish branches in Furepe,  i-Kafidin Bank was 
an exception, Then the Arab Bank wae established alter it, Al-Rafidin 
bank established 4 branch in London only, | believe that the Arab Bank 
established a branch in Switeerland and then one in Germany early in the 
eixties, 


[Question] Banke proliferated afterwards, Can it be said that the Ramadan 
[Oetober) war «4 the sudden fortunes that were produced by oi] were the 
reason for the sroliferation of Arab banks’ 


[|Anewer|) Yes, after the Ramadan war Arab banks that were governmental and 
national began to grow in Europe. Arab banks aleo began to participate in 
European and world banks such as the UBAF Bank, the Arab Bank and the Allied 
Arab Bank which was established on 4 British foundation with Arab funds and 
Arab Sanagement. Attempte were then made in the United States to establish 
Arab banke there. ‘ioniet resistance, however, was #0 strong that these 
attempte were thwarted. it was around thie time that the International Saudi 
Arabian Bank wae established in 1974-1975, 


|Question| Was the establishment of these banke the result of the develop- 
ment of banking business in the Arab world or was it the result of the 
increased activity of Arab tnavestments in particular’ 


[Anewer) Of course it was the result of the increased investment activity of 
Arab funds and not the result of the development of the banking business. 
There is no doubt that Arab banking activity has undergone unexpected growth 
and prosperity. The evidence for this is the emergence of joint Arab banking 
institutions, 


[Question] Have these banks been able to accommodate Arab investments and 
surplus Arab funds’ 


|Anewer) No, not even 4 emall portion of those funds. This is because Arab 
investments are still going to foreign banks for many reasons, perhaps the 
most important of them ie the fact that Arabs do not have absolute confidence 
in Arab establishments, that is, relative to their confidence in foreign 
banking establishments. 


[Question] Some people are saying that the flow of Arab funds into foreign 
banks is part of a plan that is almost 4 conspiracy against those funds. 
Iran has learned a lesson from depositing its funds in foreign banks. 


[Anewer) I have no knowledge of a conspiracy of this kind; but wherever 
there is money, and especially Arab money in this amount, there would be 
rumors. it is natural, however, for Arab organizations to deal with Arab 
investors with [a measure of] sincerity that is consistent with public in- 
terests. 
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(Question) The eaistence of Aftab banks abroad makes thee eubject to the 
laws and fegulations of the hest countries, A law was issued in Britain 
last year that determined license gtades for foreign banks, Parliament 
aeve the bank of England the autherity to leplement thie law with regard to 
issuing bank licenses and @onitoring [bank activities). What objective does 
the legielater have for enacting such « law’ 


|Anewer) I believe that the British legislator intended (to achieve] many 
goals, Among those goale is that of ascertaining that these banke which are 
doing business in England are sound and solid regardless of theif national- 
ity and the extent of their ability to de business in 4 proper manner that 
is consistent with the British economy, with the @oney market in London and 
with London's position in the world, The British legislator alee sought to 
limit the proliferation of banks in Britain and to select the best banke by 
means of these restraints. it ie for this reason that the law established 
three license grades. The firet grade is determined by granting the bank a4 
full mandate and full recognition; that bank is called 4 recognised bank. 
the second grade means granting the bank 4 specific license to accept de- 
posite. On thie basie euch a bank has to refer to the Bank of England when 
it makes foreign exchange transactions and when it participates in interna- 
tional loans. Banks that are fully recognized do not require such 4 measure. 
Third grade banke include financial institutions that have no right to call 
themselves banks; inetead, they ere called financial corporations or finan- 
cial institutions. 





This makes it evident that the legislator, which is the Bank of England, had 
intended for the firet grade banks, which are fully recognized banks, to be 
under the direct observation of the Bank of England. 


Thie is because the Bank of England considers iteelf accountable to depositors 
and creditors. I: has a financial responsibility to depositors and creditors 
that goes beyond the moral responsibility to them. fxperience has proven, for 
example, that when 4 licensed bank has financial difficulties, the beak of 
England subsidizes it and offers it financial support. it is for this reason 
that depositors or creditors have never lost their funde as 4 result of such 
@ situation. 


Views of ‘Ali ai-Jammal 
London AL-HAWADITH in Arabic 18 Jul 60 p 75 


[Text) When Mr ‘Ali al-Jammai opened a branch of al-Jammal Bank in London 
early in December 1978, AL-HAWADITH asked him whether what he had done was 
the result of the deteriorating security condition in Lebanon, and whether or 
not by opening 4 branch bank in London he was relying on the universal rule 
Which proclaims that money is a coward and grows only in peaceful and secure 
conditions. The reply he made almost 4 year ago was that Lebanon will con- 
tinue to be the center of banking in the Arab world even under current emer- 
gency conditions. 
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“But the civil war in Lebanon has not come to an end, and there ate no early 
signe of the stability that ie necessary for capital to come out of ite hid- 
ing, regain ite vitality and activity and acquire 4 reasonable measure of 
courage.” To thie statement al-Jemmal replied, “Events in Lebanon have never 
at ail led te any decline in banking activities, On the contrary banking 
business flourished in 4 manner that exceeded ail the cautious expectations 
and especially thoee that were made by foreigners, Let me repeat now what | 
said 4 year ago: there is no substitute for Lebanon in the area,” 


it was ‘Ali al= ammal whe established al-Jammal Bank in 197l--the bank that 
is named afte: \im=-with a group of expatriates after that group had purchased 
ail the stock of the bank and raised ite capital from } million pounds to 10 
Million pounds. Before that the bank had been called the Financial Invest~ 
ment bank, and it had } @illion pownde in capital. Then the bank expanded in 
firm and planned stages to North Africa and Europe. ‘Ali al-Jammal affirmed 
that “the reason for the prosperity of banking activity in Lebanon was due to 
4 special quality in the Lebanese character. It is thie quality that made 
Lebanon capable of adjusting and adapting. The services that have been of - 
fered and perfected for which Lebanon has gained fame include banking activi- 
ties. Perhaps thie is because of the same reason that | mentioned, which is 
thie special characteristic that made these banking services unique in the 
world.” 


"Ali ai-Jammal paused suddenly as though the concerns of Lebanon had somehow 
found their way to hie soul and to hie mind. Then he added, "We are always 
after the Lebanese financier wherever we can find hie. That is why we came 
to Burope and to London, in particular. We establish ties between the Afri- 
can continent, where the Lebanese [investor] is active, and Europe which is 
also tied to Africa and to Lebanese investments. it is rare for any Lebanese 
investor to abandon his investments in Lebanon. Quite the contrary the 
Lebanese investor is always seeking to open new markets and to increase these 
markets,” , 


This insistence on the part of ‘Ali ai-Jammal makes him appear to be coming 
from Furope and not from ravaged Lebanon. But he adds with satisfaction on 
the basic of the principle that something may be hareful in one way but bene- 
ficial in another: “Before the events we confined our activities to Lebanon, 
but after what happened, we created new markets in Europe and we went as far 
as China. This is the secret of the Lebanese personality: reaching unexpected 
places and achieving successes that observers doubted were available. I per- 
sonaliy increased bank activities in Lebanon threefold. in 1975 the bank had 
four branches. Now the bank hae 10 branches in Lebanon, and 2 branches are 
being established. We have plans to establish a network of branches so [our 
bank) would cover all the regions of Lebanon.” 








From this premise and from the logic of tireless action [which characterizes] 
the Lebanese personality, according to ‘Ali al-Jammal, Mr al-Jarmal returned 

4 week ago from 4 private business trip to Cairo where preparations were under- 
way to open 4 new branch of the bank in Alexandria after the success of the 
Cairo branch which was established in 1979. Inepite of the conditions of war 
and inspite of the logical reservations which characterized the banking 
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activities of the bank, the bank did succeed in realizing accomplishments 
that many people did not expect. By the end of 19/78=-except for accounts 
Outeide the budget=<bank assets had amounted to 144 million pounds compared 
with 127 million pounds at the end of the previous year, This is approxi- 
mately a 45 percent increase. 


‘All al-Jammal considers foreign banke and their condition in Lebanon and 
aaye, “These banke have limited activities in Lebanon, compared with Lebanese 
banking activity which proved ite trustworthiness in times of crises. Al- 
though 4 large number of banke stopped making payments during the crisis, 
Lebanese banke met their obligatione and did not stop making their paymente 
at all. Many people believe that there ie 4 special secret behind the fact 
that banking activity in Lebanon ie flourishing, but the secret lies in the 
efforte of the Lebanese people themselves. However, what is important is 
this prosperous reality which we are seeing now, Many people spoke about the 
post-war German @iracle and the ability of the German people to recreate 
German industry so a6 to gake it the firet industry in Europe. It was the 
German personality that was the secret behind this. I wish I knew what the 
Lebanese miracle will be when the Lebanese war comes to an end. I personally 
want to anticipate evente and to re-affirm to you that there is no substitute 
[for Lebanon) in the area.” 





Many people believe that ‘Ali al-Jammal's trip from Africa to Lebanon--this 
trip which took al-Jammal Bank from 4 3} million dollar bank to a 303 million 
dollar bank by the end of 1979--beare witness to the secret of his financial 
personality. 


Views of Muhammad Abu Shadi 
London AL-HAWADITH in Arabic 18 Jul 80 p 79 


(Text] On the 10th anniversary of the establishment of the Union of Arab 
and French Banks, which is known as UBAF, Dr Muhammad Mahmud Abu Shadi chair- 
man of the board of directors and general manager of UBAF made a detailed 
statement from which we excerpt the following: 


“When my colleagues, the members of the board of directors honored me by 
electing me chairman during the first meeting of the UBAF board of directors 
which was held on 26 February 1970 | made some opening remarke in which I 
touched upon the broad lines upon which our unique organization vas estab- 
ligshed with regard to ite makeup and its objectives. I made special mention 
of the hopes that have been placed on this organization in the Arab countries, 
in France and in the money markets of Europe, and [I aleo spoke about) the 
objectives of such Arab-French cooperation on the international banking scene. 


“Now that 19 full years have gone by it behooves us to pause and to consider 
what our hopes were and what we achieved of those hopes. Although our goals 
were ambitious ones, those that were actually realized could never have 
occurred to anyone. Here is our organization 10 years after being in business: 
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it did not confine its activities to developing economic and human relations 
between the Arab world and france; instead, it carried this message to inter- 
national financial centers so that in 10 veare it has acquired 10 banking 
unite that are doing business in Europe, in the Arabian Gulf, Bast Asia and 
in the United States of America. 


"Whether we look only at this bank in France or at the banking group that it 
formed, both have become prominent among the banks of the world because of 
their business activities, This is because the total budget of the bank by 
the end of 197° amounted to 16.2 billion franee--that is, over 4 billion dol- 
lars. The tots. budgets of the banks of the group on the same date amounted 
to 7.5 billion dollars. 


"Thies increase in the total budget of the bank was accompanied by an increase 
in ite permanent funds which include capital, reserves and stock. By the end 
of January 1960 these amounted to 1,205 million francs. This sum which is 
equal to 299 miliion dollars, gay be broken down as follows: 


Proper funds 43 million france 
Bonds that may be converted into shares 200 million france 
Notes and certificates of deposit for 165 million 


dollars that are equal to __ 663 million francs 
1,206 million francs 


“lt is estimated that the total permanent funds in the banks of the UBAF Group 
are about 185 million dollars (746 million francs). 


“In 1978 our bank in Paris, UBAF France, was in 15th position among French 
banks with regard to ite total budget. It was lith in credit financing for 
medium term purchases. 


"The bank still has 4 prominent position among joint Arab banks. Its budget 
alone represents over 65 percent of the total budgets of joint Arab banks in 
France. 


“UBAF now has 4 prominent position in the field of organizing and managing 
loans in the international market whether these loans are for Arab or non- 
Arab borrowers. UBAF is now leading banking groups that have made arrange- 
ments for a number of huge loans in the Euro-dollar market. 


"In recent years the name, UBAF, has always been one of the prominent names 
in this area. it also established the notion of the UBAF Group as 4 par- 
ticipant in the leadership groups in several major loans. 


“Ever since the bank was established in Paris it has participated in 338 loan 
operations for intermediate and long term (projects), totaling 30 billion 
dollars. The bank was 4 prime mover or 4 participant with the management or 
co-management group in 132 operations whose total [worth] amounted to 13 bil- 
lion dollars. It took part in managing 55 operations to issue shares whose 
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total came to 2 billion dollars, tt alse contributed 'e promotions and 
purchase operations in 683 other operations to issue shares whose total 
amounted to 36 billion dollars. This, of course, was in addition to what 
the banke of the other groupe did, and especially those in London, Hong 
Kong and New York, 


"Now that our organization is 10 years old as | mentioned early in this 
statement, it behooves me to refer to many of the benefite that were realized 
as 4 result of the establishment of thie organization. You ~ay find these 
benefite to be deeper and more effective than a mere comparison of figures. 


“Perhaps the most distinguished achievement has been the fact that Arab 
bankers have affirmed that they are worthy of the respect of international 
banking circles and that the excellent position which Arab banking has assumed 
in recent years in goney markets is due to the scientific efficiency and the 
practical experience [of Arab bankers] and not to the financial resources that 
have come to the Arabs from oil. 


“The primary objective of establishing UBAF and other similar joint banke in 
Patis was to strengthen economic, commercial and financial ties between France 
and the Arab countries. This was reinforced by factors that placed France in 
the forefront among nations in ite dealings with Arab countries. This is 
evident in the foreign trade figures between France and the Arab countries. 
Foreign trade between France and the Arab countries has remained almost stabie, 
in the vicinity of 2.5 billion dollars per year during the sixties. In 1973 
that figure jumped to more than double (5.7 billion dollars); and in 19% it 
tripled to 17.4 billion dollars. 





The following data reflect that fact by means of comparing the volume of Arab 
trade with France with the volume of Arab trade with other industrial coun- 
tries in 1978:

The United States of America 25.1 
Japan 25.1 
France 17 4 
italy 15.6 
Germany 14.4 
The United Kingdom 11.2 


"UBAF and the other Franco-Arab banks can therefore be proud of the operations 
they cerrfed out in the past few veare and of the atmosphere of friendship and 
understanding they established with all officials in the Arab countries and 
also with the French financial, monetary and banking authorities. They are 
also to be proud of the relations that grew out of this friendly atmosphere 
between Arab and French businessmen which undoubtedly had some effect on the 
act thet the volume of trade did reach this level. 
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“Among the other important effects of the establishment of UBAF is tne fact 
that it provided the opportunity for strengthening direct relations between 
Arab bankers and their colleagues in hurope, Asia and America, 


"In fact, one of the gost important achievements of UBAF ever since its 
establishment is the fact that it brought together around one table French 
banks, other banks in other countries and Arab bankers and financiers who 
are citizens of countries whose political and ideological methods and whose 
economic systems differ [from those of France|. UBAF thereby provided the 
opportunity for the creation of bilateral or gulti-party business ties be- 
tween them; t).. is besides the personal relations, in some cases this 
resulted in the parties cooperating to establish independent financial 
institutions aid to conclude joint funding deale that served the interests 
of their organizations and those of the Arab economy. 


“as | look at the strides we have made 10 vears after the creation «f this 
Organization and the continued support that ihis organization has received 
from ite shareholders and ite friends in the Arab world and outside the Arab 
worid, | can only express my confidence in the future of our group and in the 
major role it can play in strengthening economic and financial relations be-~ 
tween the Arab world and the other countries. 


"Ll cannot fail to sention aleo the sincere and tireless efforts that are be- 
ing made by the Trench and Arab workere on all levels, aor can I fail to 
express to them my utmost appreciation and admiration.” 


Views of ‘Abd al-Karim al-Mudarris 
Lendon AL-HAWADITH in Arabic 18 Jul 80 » 63 


[Text] When ‘Abd al-Karim al-Mudarris speaks about the creation of Anglo- 
Arab chambers of commerce and when he speaks about the Arab-British Chamber 
of Commerce in particular as a model for these chambers, he does not speak as 
the secretary general and the executive officer of the London chamber only. 
He rather speaks [with the voice) of the positions he had held before coming 
to London to manage the office of the Arab League there. He had worked 25 
years in the General Secretariat of the Arab League in Cairo; he had been 
adviser to the legal department of the league and the officer in charge of 
the league's Organization of Management Sciences. This was in addition to 
the diplomatic post he had had as minister plenipotentiary, commissioned by 
the Iraqi government. 


He responded to our question about how Arab-foreign chambers of commerce came 
into being. This is what he said: 


[Anewer|) The idea of joint chambers of commerce is a new idea that found ite 
place and ite home in the Arab League which adopted it. The idea had come 
originally from the Federation of Chambers of Commerce, Agriculture and Indus- 
try in the Arab World, It was based on the fact that these organizations can 
be strong factors in strenthening relations between the Arab countries and the 
industrially advanced countries and especially the countries of western Europe. 
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The Arab League had entrusted the General Federation of Arab Chambers of 
Commerce with the task of overseeing and monitoring the affaire of the 
chambers, Thies federation played 4 prominent role and, undoubtedly, made 

4 noticeable effort in putting down controle and appropriate guidelines that 
seek the pan-Arab interests of the Arab side ae well a6 the interests that 
the Arab and foreign sides have in common, 





|\Question] Have joint chambers been established now in all the countries of 
western Europe’ 


|Anewer!) There are chambers in existence now in the @ost important capitais 
of Europe. Some of them have been created recently, and some of them are 
engaged in effective activity, Thies is, of course, within the framework of 
the capabilities that are availabie. 


(Question) Some of these chambers, however, are being criticized quite 
frequently. It is being eaid, for example, that they have not even achieved 
the minimum goale for which they were established, the most important of which 
ie that there be additional communications channele to further underet anding 
between nations and to develop equal relations. 


jAnewer! I don't think | can make an evaluation of these chambers because 
each chamber has its own circumstances. 


[Question] It seems that the Anglo-Arab Chamber of Commerce has been unique 
among all the chambers due to the numerous confrontations it has had. fven 
when it was created in 1975 some agencies tried to impede ite creation. 


|Anewer) The fact that it faced numerous obstacles was expected, and I do not 
wish to comment on it. It was the political dimension of the chamber, accord- 
ing to what these agencies believed, that made those agencies in question 
resist the creation of an Arab-Britieh chamber of commerce under conditions 
when the Arabs benun to exercise the influence that a group of countries had 
never before exe.-'sed. This was because of the fortunes and the ofl they 
have and also, of course, because of the tremendous markets. in spite of 

ail this there was 4 number © ‘ritish [subjects] who worked tirelessly for 
the establishment of the chambe:. I can say that the conditions under which 
the Arab-British Chamber of Commerce was established were difficult. Wo other 
chamber had faced them, but we, of course, were able to overcome these diffi- 
culties. 


[Question, Then you were faced afterwards with the Zionist campaign in the 
British parliament when the pro-Zionist Lord Byers proposed a foreign boycott 
bill for the purpose of achieving Israel's goal of closing the boycott circle 
after it had succeeded in the United States. 


|Answer) There is no doubt that the notion of proposing 4 foreign boycott 
law was the first feasible test of the chamber's ability to take action 
against 4 law which would have had tremendous results on Anglo-Arab relations 
had parliament paseed it. It was natural that opposition to thie bill be one 








of the chapber's principal funetions on the basis of the fact that it was 
the only Arab organization that was on the front line in the struggle, if 
one Can use that expression, The bill did in fact stipulate intervention 

in the freedom of British corporations and organizations in selecting whom 
ever they wished to deal with, There was no doubt that Zioniem, tempted by 
ite successes in the United States and tn other countries, decided to try ite 
luck in Britain on the basis of the fact that the Zionist lobby was quite 
strong. Thie is a fact that everyone knows, The chamber participated in the 
general debates in the House of Lords, and ite secretary testified about the 
effect that the law may have on Anglo-Arab relations, it seems that some 
people underst < that Britain would be the first one to get hurt by this 
bill, Thie te what British experts themselves acknowledge. 


[Question| What is curious is that Zionism eueceeded in France even though 
there is no Zionist lobby in [the French) parliament! 


|Anewer}] \ similar bill wae in fact proposed to the French parliament in the 
context of the israeli plan to do away with the Arab boycott ae it is known. 
Although French parliament approved it, the French government had reservations 
about it because thie bill included the Arab boycott of Israel. Attempts were 
made in the Netherlands, but the Netherlands is known for its support for 
Israel to the point that that support has become part of its political tradi- 
tions. 


(Question] You testified in the House of Lords to scuttle thie bill. Were 
you personally or was the chamber subjected to campaigne from the Zionists’ 


|Anever) It is true that | testified in front of 4 select committee. i was 
invited by that committee, and the invitation was extended in accordance with 
4 resolution adopted by the Council of Arab Ambassadors. It was this council 
that had appealed to the chamber to oppose thie bill. Ase far as the story 
about pressures is concerned, | prefer not to talk about them at the present 
time, 


[Question] There are campaigns in the media directed towards building a 
distorted image of the Arabs and to creating ⸗ frame of mind that is against 
them. These campaigns have been sb vicious that some Arab observers believe 
that the organized media has succeeded in creating 4 measure of hatred and 
malice (for the Arabs). Are you in 4 position that would enable you to 
oppose such campaigns effectively and positively’ 


|Anewer] If you mean our position on the publicity campaign that was carried 
out by the London branch of one of the French automobile companies which 
created an uproar in Arab circles, this is true. The fact of the matter is 
that this company suddenly began an advertising campaign for the purpose of 
marketing ite care in Britain. On the Lith and i7th of June last year it 
printed an advertisement on a full page of 4 number of British newspapers 
that was entitled, “How To Make « Sheikh Shake!” 














The company claimed in ite advertisement that the Arab countries were 
delighted with the increased consumption of fuel in western countries be-= 
cause thie justified the action they took to inerease of] prices and amace 
huge fortunes, Thies company's car was so economical in fuel consumption, 

it would @ake the of] shetkhe tremble. [The company aleo claimed) that the 
reason for high gasoline [prices] in Britain wae the result of increasing 
oll prices, tt was inevitable of course that we take 4 position on these 
advertisements that were derogatory of the Arabe. So we told company offi- 
Clale that whoever wanted to deal with the Arabs had to respect them and 
that it was absolutely impossible for any commodity to enter Arab markets 

if the ganufacturere of that commodity ineulted and slandered the Arabe. 

We have alwaye rejected in all owr activities thie way of dealing with the 
Arabe, that is, |we expect] that the Arabe be treated with respect. We also 
reflect thie inelination in the printed material we publish and in the round 
table discussions we hold. We have — @agazine that publishes special iesues 
regularly about each Arab country. 


(Question) And now what will become of the two projects you had announced 
recently and turned over directly to the Arab world’ 


|\Anewer| The fact is that the two projects are in the final etages. The 
firet project which we announced a few weeke ago ie for training the tech- 
nical cadres in the Arab countries. For the second project the chamber has 
allocated 4 portion of ite income to be spent on gifted, needy Arabs. We 
hope that through thie fund we will have established 4 new dimension to our 
activities. Unlike what the Yugoslav proverb saye, we do not stand outside 
the city walle to publicize our activities.

FATAH LEADE« KHALID AL-HASAN INTRRVIPWED 
Kuwait AL-STYASAH in Arabic 14 Jul 80 p 12 


[Report on interview with Fatah leader Khalid al-Hasan by Fathi Sharif; 
date and place not given) 


{Text} The decision made by the Arab @inietere of foreign affaire to reject 
UN Resolution 242, which was passed in 1967 to establish a solution to the 
Middle East crisis, has provoked far-ranging international reactions. 
Political observers have provided various interpretations of thie action, 
some describing the rejection a6 an Arab appeal to wage war. Others, [how- 
ever), interpreted it ae 4 kind of tactical intransigence by 4 qumber of 
Arab countries. Still others explained it in terms of Arab pressure on the 
United States and Furope to achieve a new formula for 4 peaceful sett lement 
that would call for the return of the Palestinian people (to their homeland] 
and their pursuit of their destiny on their soil. 


in view of thie conflicting analysis on the part of many political observers, 
AL-SIYASAH conducted an interview with Mr Khalid al-Hasan, one of the Pales- 
tinian leaders and member of the Central Committee. it presented to hia the 
eum total of ideas and reactions over the Arab consensus to reject Resolution 
242. 


Khalid al-Hasan said, “Yes, thie rejection cannot mean anything elee but war. 
Otherwise, we would be tricking ourselves. i hope that the rejection of the 
resolution will be the definitive expression of the Arab position that favors 
the full liberation of all Arab territory that has been occupied since 1947 
and not only the territory which has been occupied since 1967, even if circun- 
stances required that the struggle be echeduled so that territory occupied ita 
1967 be liberated during 4 firet stage. This would be the decisive etage that 
would determine the stages that would follow.” 


Responding to 4 question about whether or not the Arabe were now prepared to 
undertake a deterrent silitary action against the leraeli enemy, al-Hasan 
said, “Naturally, | cannot say this because the resolutions are based on 
regaining 4 military strategic balance with the Zionist enemy and on tying 
the economic position to the political position and tying all thie to the 








position eof the @edia and to the latefnational diplomatic sevement, thie 
means drawing up 4 stfategy to prepare for 4 military conffrentation oF at 
least to reach « level of strength and earnestness if 4 plan were drawn up 
and implemented so that the international society would foree the Zioniet 
enemy to withdraw wneenditionally te the 1967 truce lines,” 


Regarding the nature of the next Arab step that will be sade after the fesolu- 
tion was rejected, the @ember of the Central Committee of the Patah Organiza 
tien said, most prominent of these steps are [as follows]: first, a 
joint @ilitery comand is to be formed; it is te include basically Syria, 
iraq, Jordan and the PLO, Thie eommand should have room for Arab forces and 
Arab volunteers whe wieh to join and te build 4 eilitary feree that would be 
capable of taking action in the content of an integrated, comprehensive #ili- 
taty plan, 


“Second, an Arab economic central command is to be formed, it is to tie 
Arab economic activity to the pan-Arab economic goalie that emanate centrally 
from the question of Palestine. 


“Third, there is to be 4 central political leadership to coordinate Arab 
diplomatic and media activity, 


“Yourth, no Arab party is to undertake any political, gedia of economic 
action that is in conflict with, contradicte of aseumes 4 neutral posture 
on all this.” 


Khalid al-Hasan continued hie conversation with AL-SIYASAH on the nature of 
the next Arab step and said, “Whether the Arabe decide on 4 partial war or on 
an all-out war ot whether they decide to restore the strategic balance to 
strengthen (their) negotiating position or [to prepare for] a military con- 
frontation, what is important ie that they adhere to that decision. The 
firet step to adhering to 4 decision involves not monopolizging the responsi - 
bility and acknowledging the exieting fact that there are four forces that 
must be fused, united of consolidated into one force that ie generally coordi- 
nated by 4 joint command for implementing any Arab strategy that may be 
apptoved. 


“These four forces are Syria, iraq, Jordan and the PLO.” 


Al-Hasan added, “Any Arab army that prepares for the battle without having in 
ite sidet of with it a quarter of 4 aillion Palestinian fighters cannot be 
taken seriously. Likewise, any one of these powers that excludes iteelf fron 
unified action to restore strategic balance cannot be taken seriously in its 
consent to the Arab resolution. This ie regardless of those powers’ internal 
probleme or the disputes they have among themecives.” 


Concerning the seriousness of implementing Arab resolutions on the basis of 
previous experiences, the member of the Central Committee of the Patah Organi- 
zation said, “Any reading of the hundreds of resolutions that have been 
acopted by the Arab countries in Arab League @eetings, in summit meetings of 
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in foreign alliances since 1948 would [ind them to be good resolutions, but 

i de not knw If Lt would be possibile te adopt new resolutions in that con- 
teat, Let we take, for example, the reselutions of the last three summit 
conferences in Rabat, Baghdad and Tunisia, These were in fact good resolu- 
tions whether of not they are described as representing the minimal [demands |). 
The recommendations of the Amman Conference asked that the next summit sup- 
port these fresclutions. in @y judgment, however, the important point lies 

in the implementation tool and in the mechanics of action to establish central 
@ilitary, economic and media commande that would undertake the task of drawing 
up @ plan and carrying out the collective resolutions that were adopted so 
that they wou'd be taken seriously by the world and thereby force the inter= 
fational comunity te respect Arab will and Arab action and to take our posi- 
tions seficusl) at least once in contemporary history, Many, sany things 
would then change on the scene of the Arab struggle.” 


Khalid ai-Hasan went on to say, “The Baghdad Resolutions are over 2 years 
old, and the Tunisia Resolutions are almost | year old. Has any resolution 
on 4 confrontation with the enemy or with the United States of America been 
implemented” 


“| beliewe that the principal reason for the Arab inability to carry out such 
resolutions is due to 4 provincial mentality and to a provincial etyle that 
find themselves incapable of carrying out pan-Arab resolutions [because of a 
lack of) self-confidence and because of sutual fear.” 


Khalid al-Hasan also said, “The rejection of Resolution 242 is not new for 
the question of Palestine; it is rather 4 continuation of the past. it is 
known that Resolution 242 ie concerned with removing the effects of the 1967 
aggression. When the United States tried to make Resolution 242 the basis 
for solving the question of Palestine, the liberation organization and aii 
the Arab countries without exception turned this down. 


“The Arab countries that had approved Resolution 242 had done 60 80 a8 to 
have the effects of the 1967 aggression removed. The Arab countries that 
had approved the resolution had done so through their approval of Resolution 
338, and they had expressed reservations that explained their approval. 


“But as far ae all factions of the PLO are concerned, the organization 
rejected 242 ever since it was issued whether the resolution applied to the 
Arab position or to the Palestinian position. When the United States pro- 
posed recognizing the organization in 1977 in return for the organization 
recognizing Resolution 242, the PLO rejected this openly and clearly.” 


Khalid ai-Hasan expressed hie belief that the decision to reject Resolution 
242 required that basic amendments be made to the resolutions of the Baghdad 
and Tunisia summits which were described as minimal resolutions. These 
amendments would bring the resolutions up to the level of rejecting Resolu- 
tion 242 which has no relationships [whatsoever] to the Palestinian question. 


Likewise, the only @eaning of the collective Arab position to reject Resolu- 
tion 242 is that of rejecting Resolution 138 aleo, provided that thie rejec- 
tion not become 4 media position or 4 temporary position. Approval or 
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rejection of such positions ust be made in the context of an integrated 
Arab strategic position,” 


Khalid al-Hasan was asked about the degree of Palestinian military prepared- 
ness if talk of war and liberation were to be imposed on the Arab position 
at thie stage, 


lie said, “To the Palestinian people, going back to the method of liberating 
Palestine by force ie the tune they wake up to in the morning and go to 

sleep by at night. tf we were to say that any nation can mobilize 10 percent 
of ite citizens in 4 real war, the Palestinian nation can easily mobilise and 
ar® 4 quarter of 4 million men and women. This army will be at the vanguard 
of amy joint @ilitary action undertaken under a unified Arab command.” 


Al-Hasan wae asked about the future of any joint Arab military action if the 
four powers were to continue their disputes around the method and the 
strategy of the next stage. 


Ne said, “We are asking these four Arab powere to rise above their disputes 
and to settle them for the Palestinian question. We are asking them to 
realize that the liberation of Palestine is the greatest economic develop- 
ment project in the Arab world because it would do away with all the economic 
drain that is the resuit of building the Arab armed forces for defense |pur- 
poses|. There is aleo 4 pan-Arab significance to the liberation of Palestine: 
it would promote the practical application of pan-Arab goale much more quickly 
than any political observer could have imagined.” 


Regarding the repercussions he expected would befall the U.S. position after 
the collective Arab rejection of Resolution 242 and the prevalence of the 
hardline approach in the Arab positions, Khalid al-Hasan eaid, “If the hard- 
line or semi-hardiine Arab position were clear and serious in stating what it 
wanted, and if it were taking action through 4 central command in the con- 
text of a plan whose implementation was characterized by earnestness and 
practicality, the positions of our friends will become guch better. The 
positions of our enemies will also be improved, and our enemies will recon- 
sider those positions.” Al-Hasan was asked if israel could undertake any 
pre-emptive military action at thie etage to strike any kind of gathering 
or to try to break up the Arab hardline formula. 


The member of the Central Committee of the Fatah Organization said that that 
was very possible. “It is not unlikely for lerael to carry out a military 
operation ae an adventure. This ts part of ite strategy. We gust know, how- 
ever, that the strategic reserve of the Israeli and the 0.5. policy is based 
on Arab fragmentation. Accordingly, the earnestness and the unity of will of 
the ‘ra opettion in the struggle will resolve all these questions even if 
lerael were to carry out any unanticipated adventure. This is because reduc - 
ing of] production by hail or «topping production [altogether] will become a 
justifiable and 4 legitimate action and it would impose hostile positions on 
the leraeli enemy.” 
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Regarding tie buropean position and the possibilities for change that may 
take place ollowing the rejection of Resolution 242, which Burope had 
declared would be the foundation for the basic ideas behind any initiative 
it undertakes, Khalid al-Hasan said, “If the goal of the Amman recommenda- 
tions which will be submitted to the Arab Summit Conference will be to reach 
a step-by-step political settlement from 4 position of strength, then co- 
operation with Europe for a future initiative becomes desirable. But if the 
objective of these resolutions ia ultimately to get out of the settlement 
process and to move into 4 prologue to 4 military confrontation, then the 
need for any Luropean or non-European initiative will become unjustified.” 


"l believe that che nature of the Arab position at the next meeting of the 
UN General Aseeubly (that will be held] this July 22 to discuss the Pales- 
tinian question will explain the ultimate dimensions of the Amman resolutions 
and the directions that the resolutions of the next summit meeting will take. 
What about the Palestinian position iteelf?" 


Al-Hasan said, “When it meets next September 4 the National Council will be 
called upon to draw up 4 new strategy for Palestinian action in the light of 
what happened in Amman and what will happen at the UN meeting.” 


i told Khalid al-Hasan, “During 4 tour you made recently in a number of 
western European countiies you proposed a five-point action program that 
would form the basis for any new European initiative. Some leaders of Pales- 
tinian organizations criticized this proposal and objected to it. What is 
your evaluation of the reactions that happened on the Palestinian and Buro- 
pean scenes?” 


He said, “I did not propose five points; | proposed a large number of points. 
The @ost prominent of them was recognition of the PLO and Europe dealing with 
the liberation organization and with the Palestinian people. I also proposed 
another number of points that were derived from the resolutions of the Pales- 
tinian National Council. Some organizations had some objections but these 
objections were abstract and were made without any objective discussion.” 


He said, “The method which some news agencies used to convey their under- 
standing of the ideas which they announced was flawed. This method gust be 
reviewed carefully. A person can only suffer over the words that some fel- 
low secretary generale used in making their remarks. I cannot use those 
words in any counter-criticiem. Ultimately the masses of the Palestinian 
people will pase judgment: they will be judge and arbiter.

[Text] (Question) A number of questions have arisen regarding your recent 
talke in Bucharest in view of the fact that the Romanian side announced 4 
Middle Last initiative during your stay there, and also because you were 
the gost recent Palestinian delegation to visit Romania on 4 specific poli- 
tical mission. 


|Anewer! First of all, I should make it clear that our visit to Romania 
wae not linked to a specific event. The PFLP had received an invitation 
from the Romanian Communist Party a long time ago. The invitation was with- 
in the framework of strengthening relations between the two sides. The 
circumstances of our struggle prevented us from responding to this invite- 
tion in the past. 


The PFLP command decided recently to send 4 delegation to strengthen rela- 
tions between the Palestinian and Romanian peoples and to inform the Ro- 
manian leadership of the conditions of the Palestinian people, especially 
in the occupied territories. 


During thie visit we held several meetings with Romanian Communist Party 
Politburo members. We aleo met with Romanian Poreign Minister Stefan 
Andrei. Our last meeting wae with President Ceausescu. We explained to 
hie the Palestinian and Arab struggle in the present stage--a struggle 
characterized by opposition to the Camp David conspiracy both within and 
outside the occupied territories. 


During there meetings we explained that the Camp David conspiracy is simed 
at Syria and the Lebanese sational govement as well as the Palestinian re- 
sistance @o that the Arab nation would accept the Camp David plan now that 
Egypt has done so. 





We stressed to the Romanian officials, led by Ceausescu, that the present 
task of the Palestinian revolution and the Arab progressive forces is to 
thwart the Camp David plot and the conspiracies against the Palestinian 
revolution, the steadfastness front and the forces of the Arab liberation 
movement. 


[Question] It has been noted, however, that Romania declared ite stand 
during your stay in Bucharest. Indeed, AGERPRES deliberately reported that 
the announcement of the Romanian initiative was made during the presence of 
a PFLP delegati.o in Bucharest. 


{[Anewer] Romania's announcement of its initiative may have taken place 
during our stay in Bucharest, but Romanian officials expressed their point 
of view in this regard a long time ago. They discussed their view with 
other Palestinian leaders who visited Bucharest recently. 


President Ceausescu proposed an international conference to resolve to so- 
called Middle East question. Our view was completely at variance with 
his, not only as regards the convening of such a conference but also as 
regards the understanding of Camp David and the nature of the conflict in 
the Middle East as a whole. 


[Question] If such a conference is convened under an auspices and with 
the Soviet Union's guarantees, will you oppose it? 


j|Anewer) We in the PFLP oppose any conference under the umbrella of the Camp 
David policy. We have taken 4 clear stand on the European initiative and 
regard it as complementary to the Camp David accords. Once again I stress 
that our task and the task of our allies in the present stage is to negate 
the Camp David policy and ite resulte and to look for 4 new initiative that 
makes it more acceptable or develops it. 


[Question] Even if the conference is based on the [October 1977] U.5.- 
Soviet statement, would you still be opposed to it? 


|Anewer) We have 4 very clear view: We believe that any conference held 
under the Camp David umbrella is complementary to the Camp David policy. 


[Question] It is said that, in addition to proposing an international con- 
ference, Ceausescu also proposed to you the United Arab Kingdom plan with 
Jordan. 


[Anewer) President Ceausescu did not propose this matter in a clear manner. 
However, we explained to him the reasons for our rejection of the United 
Arab Kingdos plan. We warned hia of Jordan's role, especially after the 
next Iereeli elections. We explained that if the Ieraeli Labor Party should 
win the elections it is likely that it would offer Jordan parte of the West 
Sank and Gaza within the framework of a solution at the expense of the 
Pelestinian people and within the framework of the United Arab Kingdom plan. 














(Question) Nevertheless, while you are expressing these apprehensions, the 
PLO'e relations with Jordan are becoming firmer and more solid, 


|Anewer|] We do not agree to the present formula [of relations) between the 
PLO and the Jordanian regige. So that these relations can have a basis, 
we demand freedom for the Palestinian resistance's presence along the 
Palestinian borders on the Jordan River. We demand freedom for the Pales- 
‘inten resistance to work among ite masses in Jordan. We aleo demand an 
end to the persecution and harasement of nationaliat elemente in Jordan 
and nontnterference in the Palestinian people's affaires in the occupied 
territories, 


in any case, let us not be idealistic and stray too far in our dreams. The 
structure of the Jordanian regime does not allow for coexistence with he 
Palestinian resistance. 


|\Queation| Jordan, however, hae declared and continues to declare ite re- 
jection of Camp David. 


|Anewer) I believe that there are two reasons for the Jordanian regime's 
rejection of Camp David: Piret, in ite past stage there was nothing in 

the Camp David policy that tempted Jordan to join it. Second, in return for 
formal rejection of Camp David the Jordanian regime obtained from the Bagh- 
dad summit conference $1.25 billion by which it strengthened itself in 
preparation for ite coming role. 


[Question] in Light of the foregoing, it may occur to some that postpone- 
ment of the Palestinine National Council te related to these matters. 


|Anqwer|) We in the PFLP call for convening the Palestine National Council 
at the scheduled time. We are continuing our fight to convene the council 
48 s00n 48 poesible. There are gany developments in the area that require 
study and the determination of a revolutionary stand toward them. Moreover, 
the tasks of the present stage require the election of a new Palestinian 
leadership that is capable of implementing Palestinian decisions and con- 
tinuing the efforts to achieve national unity. 


We should not remain idle in the face of the intensification of plots 
against the Palestinian revolution, within the occupied territories, in 
Lebanon or on the international level. Hostile forces in Lebanon are con- 
tinuing to prepare themselves at a fast rate to assault the Palestinian 
resistance. Moreover, the Palestine National Council is responsible for 
defining ⸗ clear stand that is compatible with our people's aspirations 
on all the initiatives that are being proposed, be they the European ini- 
tiative or the international conference. 


Regrettably, some Palestinian forces are still stalling on the iesue of 
convening the Palestine National Council at the echeduled date. We in the 
PFLP see no justification for such stalling, whether on the pretext of 
avaiti-g the result of the U.S. Presidential elections or on any other pre- 
text. 
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[Question] With regard to the forthcoming Arab summit conference in Amman, 
do you believe that ite resolutions will complement those of the Baghdad 
and Tunie summite? 


|Anawer] We do not pin great hopes on Arab summit conferences. Many sum- 
mit conferences have been held only to yield weak resolutions that could 

not be implemented. The reason ie that the balance of power in such sum- 
mite has alwaye been in favor of reactionary forces allied to imperialisa, 


The Baghdad sury it conference resolved to boycott completely the Egyptian re- 
gime. Despite chis, as you know we are daily witnessing blatant violation 

of this resolution politically and economically. We aleo assert that he 
who wante to fight lerael cannot be a friend of the United States because the 
United States and Israel are two sides of the same coin. Therefore, what 

is required is, at least, to reduce the supply of ofl to the United States 
and other capitalist countries so that they can feel the danger to their 
interestea in our region.

[Excerpts] Paris, 8 Sep--Vice President Hueni Mubarak said following his 
90-minute meeting with President Giecard d'Estaing today that a certain 
amount of consensus on the Jerusalem iesue is necessary before a tripartite 
summit can be organized among Egypt, lerael and the United States or the 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations resumed. 


The vice president aleo emphasized the importance of the role Burope can 
play in the Middle East crieie. We said that Burope can play a major role 
and expressed the belief that the resolutions issued following the EEC 
summit in June in Venice constitute a strong support for the peace process. 


Mubarak eaid that the “climate of trust” between lerael and Egypt aust be 
restored before contacts between the two parties and the United States are 
resumed to prepare for « tripartite summit or the resumption of negot ia- 
tions on autonomy for the Palestinians. The restoration of the climate 
of trust between the two coummtries is up to lerael, he added, and said: 

As eoon a8 thie is achieved meetings can be held in the United States to 
prepare for the tripartite summit. 


Mubarak explained that President ail-Sadat believes that it is necessary to 
hold 4 meeting of the three countries at summit level in order to seek a 
way out of the present impasse since the United States is a full partner 
in the negotiations. He aleo eaid that President al-Sadat believes that 
Burope has an ‘@portant role which it can play in solving the Middle East 
erieis. 


Obeervere described the meeting between Mubarak and the French president as 
extraordinary and ae indicating both the importance of the subjects dis- 
cuseed a6 wel’ as the rapprochement between the Egyptian and French stands.

(Excerpts) At the very beginning of the meeting between President a1-Sadat 
and leraeli Ambassador Dr Ben-Eliesar the ambassador said: Mr President, 
I have sething to complain about this time. 


The ambassador was referring to what he had always complained about~--that 
he is being isolated, that the steps to normalize relations are slow and 
that so far he has been wumable to find an apartment to live in, 


So the ambassador no longer has anything to complain about either because 
the reasons for complaint have ceased to exist, or because the ambassador 
has gotten accustomed to thie atmosphere, which hae therefore become some- 
thing ordinary, or because the diecussions between Fgypt and lerael have 
reached such 4 high level as to lessen the significance of any other discus- 
sions or complaints of any sort. 


But it was President al-Sadat who had more than one complaint. The talk with 
President al-Sadat lasted 90 ainutes. After the talke the Ieraeli ambassador 
eaid that President ai-Sadat is optimistic and that he believes that there 
must be 4 solution. 


President al-Sadat discussed every viewpoint and expressed astonishment at 
the misconception of much of what is being said. He expressed the view that 
the Israeli Government is extremely nervous. 


As the negotiations stopped it was natural that the exchange of mseseages 
between President al-Sadat and Mr Begin should stop too and for the seme 
reason. The negotiations became pedantic, revolving around themselves, and 
not moving onto new ground. They are twitching but not mowing. And if 
there is any govement at 411 it is from Alexandria to 4l-Jigsh or to 
Herzeliyya. But sothing new is being said and there is no hope either. 
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Thies te one of the difficult eltuationa that lerael has created; there has 
been intraneigence, time-waeting and attempte to @ake the world believe that 
terrae) te being serlouw about reaching of attaining something. 


Vielent decisions and provocative challenges to Egypt and the whole world 
followed, The negotiations stopped but were not discontinued. 


“hen came the turn to negotiate on paper, that te the exchange of meeeages 
between President al-Sadat and Mr Begin. Wowever long these negotiations 
vent on they were bound to stop because lerael created situations under 
which it wae diffiewlt to exchange messages, since otherwise such exchanges 
would mean accepting these situations. In the messages, just as in the ne- 
getiations, there were pedantic discussions on the part of lerael as well 
a® oratory addressed to the Jewish peoples everywhere. There wae aleo 
touchiness and great mieunderstanding. 


for example, when President al-Sadat said that the Jewish history begins 
ere, that is in Egypt, and that it appears to be Egypt's destiny to end 
thie hietery here too, Mr Begin’s reply was: Wo, thie is not true. The 
history of the Jews begine in the city of Ur in Iraq when Abrahma left for 
the Land of Canaan and estopped at Elon Moreh. 


Thie te a historical fact known by any junior student of the history of 
anctent civilizations, or the great @igrations in history, or comparative 
religions. But what President al-Sadat seant, but did not wish to mention 
because of hie awareness that euch a reference would hurt and pain the 

‘ewe, was the suffering of the Jews in Egypt, their bondage, and their 
exodus behind Moses and the beginning of the exodus from Egypt and from 

all the other countries as well ae the beginning of the diaspora and wander- 
ing in Sinai and in the world. What President al-Sadat meant to say was 
that with peace the historical suffering can end and that it is Egypt's 
destiny once again to end lterael's historical diaspora and fear. 


Among other things, President al-Sedat said to the leraeli ambassador: 
What hae lerael gained now? It has gained the enmity of hundreds of ail- 
lions of Muslims and one billion Christians. it hase not satisfied 14 a#il- 
lion American and Buropean Jews and has lost Europe's traditional friend- 
ship. The leraeli prime sinister could have done without all this. 


The aggression against Lebanon then followed and lerael went on building 
settlements. All thie and the statements in Mr Begin's messages created 
difficult conditions and unbearable pressures on the Egyptian negotiator. 
We therefore decided on 4 pause for reflection. 


But we moct ask: Why all this’? Does Mr Begin want to bring pressure to 
bear on Egypt, or embarrass it, or drive it to break the negotiations 
as if we had never agreed on dialog, without which there would have been 


ho peace agreement ” 
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Will thie leraeli hardline attitude lead to the weakening of Egypt? What 
benefit would lerael gain if thie happens’ if some of the extremiete 
imagine that it is possible to isolate Muslim and Arab Egypt with ite an-

There are other questions that are difficult to anewer in the short time it 
takes to write ‘hese lines but it te an established fact that lerael now 
stands alone  gainet the whole world. It believes that it alone is right 
and the reset of humanity te wrong. 


if thie ie not sheer sadness then it is megalomania. 


it ie unfair to say that what the leraeli Government has done expresses the 
aspirations and dreams of the people or the Jewish peoples everywhere. Ra- 
ther, it is only 4 handful of hardlinet®ewho believe in this. 


But we must not forget that the most important thing that President al- 
Sadat's initiative has achieved is that it has proved that there is no 
other meane than dialog. We have put aside arms as well as mistrust, fear, 
enmity, and blind rejection. This tremendous gain, which the generations 
after us will inherit, sust not be wasted. 


Therefore, the exchange of messages between the Egyptian and Israeli leader- 
ships was 4 continuation of the dialog but in a different manner. 


The suspension of these messages was but a kind of search for a different 
approach. Will the dialog to follow be between Egypt and Israel with a 
dialog between Ierael and the United States followed by a dialog between 
the three parties’ 


The subject of the dialog will be very simple: the decision to annex 

Arab Jerusalem to lsrael--an annexation which lerael believes to be legiti- 
mate and which we believe to be a violation of the Security Council Resolu- 
tion, the Camp David agreement and international lav.

The ceremony was held in the Ra's Gharib area in the Gulf of Suez. It was 
attended by the members of the ministerial production committee, the chair- 
men of the People's Assembly industrial committee and the National Dem- 
cratic Party committee, and executive and workers leaders in the oil sec- 
tor. The ceremony was also attended by the Japanese ambassador in Cairo, 
who represented his country. It is worth noting that Japan built the rig 
at a cost of $3 million, drawn from the Japanese loan to Egypt. 


Engineer Hilal noted that the new rig saves Egypt $26,000 daily, which was 
paid to foreign companies in the past in the form ofoil quantities. Pur- 
thermore, he stated, the rig provides workers with technical training op- 
portunities, because all those working on the rig are Egyptians. 


lie said that another huge rig will arrive in Egypt next April. It is now 
being built in Japan at a cost of $40 million.

“Beheshti to AL<SAFIR: Our Differences With Bani-Sadr Are Healthy Phenomenon; 
Lebanese and Palestinians Must Unite Their Capabilities”) 


(Text) Tehran--Ayatollah Beheshti is one of the main names on the lranian 
political arena at present. We holds the official position of chairman of 
the Supreme Council, which is the highest judiciary position under the new 
regime. But hie “actual” and sore important position is that of being “the 
number one man” in the Islamic Republican Party and the main rival of Abol 
Hasan Bani-Sadr, the president of the republic. 


Ayatollah Beheshti is a respected personality even though there is a lot of 
talk regarding his popularity, considering that President Bani-Sedr's 

circles focus on the weakness of thie popularity. However, this doesn't 

seem to change thinge much so far. Beheshti's position inthe existing main 
balances is an influential position, whether in the circle of imam Khomeyni 

or in the important political circles of present-day Iran, be they the circles 
of the Consultative Council (of which he is not a member), the circles of the 
Courtil of Ulema |al-haweah al-'iimiyah| in Qom or other centers. 


In the past, Ayatollah Beheshti was far from the lights. But in recent weeks, 
he has begun to appear in the media, both in the streets where posters sup- 
porting him have begun to show on Tehran's walle or in the press, the radio 
and the television. But so far, he rarely speake to the non-Iranian media. 


AL-SAFIR has conducted this interview with him at his office in the Supreme 
Court (Diwan ‘Ami). 


In this interview, Beheshti has discussed the disagreement between the Repub- 
lican Party and Bani-Sadr, Mohammad Ali Aajai whom the party has imposed on 
the president of the republic by virtue of its majority in the Consultative 
Council, Iran's Arab relations, the Iranian position toward the Soviet Union 
and its position toward southern Lebanon.

|Anewer) It ie difficult to talk affirmatively about something that hasn't 
happened yet. But hope for the success of brother Rajai's government is 


very strong. 


[Question] President Bani-Sadr is raising the banner of the “tolerant lelam” 
and of defendin’ the liberties in hie disagreement with the Islamic Republican 
Party. Thies slogan contains an explicit accusation that you represent the 
radical religious current confronting the private and public liberties. 


|Anewer) It is the opinion of the Ielamic Republican Party that observation 
of the liberties permitted by the constitution is the duty of everybody, be 
he President Bani-Sadr or anybody elee. Therefore, the disagreement cannot 
be over this point. The disagreement is over preserving the pure lelamic 
system versus the tolerance that opens 4 door or 4 mini-door for the influence 
of the non-Islamic systems in the Islamic republic. The party and the majority 
underline their rejection of thie and stress the need to preserve the pure 
islamic system. All intellectual and practical movement and ail the dynamicen 
must be within the framework of the pure Islam. Dynamiem is something that we 
welcome whereas opening the door to the thinking alien to Islam is something 
that we prohibit and fight. 


[Question] You have talked about the “un-Islamic systems” that you reject. 
What do you mean’ 


|Anewer| Yes, there is 4 mixture of Islam and capitaliem, 4 mixture of islam 
and socialiem or a mixture of Islam and seculariem and there are factions in- 
clined toward each of these mixtures, thinking that it is islam. It gust be 
stressed that government employees, teachers and similar people who have an 
impact on determining the content and form of the modern Islamic social sys- 
tem must have a purely Islamic thinking and must abide practically by the 
tasks of the Muslim. However, the others should be given an opportunity to 
express their opinions in the intellectual meetings and symposiums on the 
various issues. Every man will thus have the freedom to express and defend 
his opinion and to hear the various other opinions. This constitutes a free 
election [intikhab|) of every opinion on the one hand and a preservation of 
the Islamic identity of the revolution and of the regime on the other hand 
[sic. ]

[Text] President Abol Hasean Bani Sadr, accompanied by 4 number of Majles 
representatives, left Tehran for an inspection tour of Kerman, Accompany- 
ing hi@ are representatives from Kerman, Sirjand, Gonbad, Tabas, Ferdows 
and Torbat-e Jam. Also accompanying the President are his cultural and 
legal advisors. 


The aireraft, carrying the President and his party, landed at Kerman 
airport at 11:30 am, Welcoming the President at the airport were the 
governor general of the Kerman Province, and high civilian and eilitary 
officials, iamediately after his arrival, Sani Sadr left for Takhti 
stadiue in the city. 


The President was greeted at the stadium by the [aam's representative in 
Kerman, Hojjatoleslam Ja'fari, who praised Bani Sadr for the appointment 
of Raja'i as the head of the government, calling hie fit for the job.

(Text) According to reporte from Tehran, criticism from within the Islamic 
Republic Party of Mohammad Ali Raja'i, the Party's candidate for Prime 
Minister, who was nominated despite Bani Sadr's disapproval, have already 
begun. His most important critic has been Jalaleddin Parsi, the party's 
theoretician. 


Parei hase declared that preference of Mohammd Ali Raja'i over the Islamic

Foreign Minister Sadeq Qotbeadeh has indicated he will not join the govern- 
ment formed by Raja'i, and, despite the fact that Jalaleddin Parsi had said 
he was mot seeking any position in the new government, hie name is being 
mentioned as the possible new foreign minister. 


Parei had been the first choice of the Islamic Republic Party for the 
premiership but had been rejected by Bani Sadr. Farsi, who had served 
with the Palestinians, and was 4 popular candidate for President, withdrew 
his candidacy at the last moment due to his Afghan origin. 


Raja'i, who was supposed to introduce his cabinet yesterday, has said 
his ministers will be committed to Islam one hundred percent. 


Referring to repeated statements by Raja'i in the past that he will be 
following the line of the Imam, Parsi has said that this alone was not 
sufficient for one to become prime minister. "Many claim to be followers 

of the Imam's line and, therefore, should qualify to become prime ainister." 
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On Wednesday, Bani Secr iseued 4 decree appointing Maja'i as the new head 
of the government, le wae told that hie [iret task was to establish unity

HOSTAGE ISSUE, SHAH'S DEATH DISCUSSED BY MAJLES DEPUTY 
Paris WAME-YE RUZ in Persian 271 Aug 60 pp 2, 3, 4 


(Text) Majid Ansari, Consultative Assembly representative, said during 
an interview: the shah's death is something which has now come to pass. 
However, there is another issue more important than the thah's death which 
is occurring in the United States today. in @onnection with the issue you 
raised, the shah's death was something foreseen from the very first day. 
We were sure that the United States would not deliver the shah. The 
reason for this wae that the shah's delivery would have meant delivering 
documents and crimes of the United States itself, and would have seant 
disgracing all the presidents who had supported the shah. We knew from 
the first day that the United States would play around so that perhaps 
the hostages would be freed; if they were not freed, they would at last 
kill the shah. I personally consider it very unlikely that the shah's 
death was 4 natural one, particularly when we see that the United States 
waite until the Majles is convened, and when it is on the verge of 
deciding, the United States does this so that perhaps the Majles will 
reduce their demands, 


Purthermore, the shah's death is nothing to us, it is an ordinary matter. 
The important issue is chat we will show no deviation whatsoever in rela- 
tion to the hostages, although the shah is now dead, Very well, the 
shah's wealth exists, these associates of the shah, close associates of 
the shah who are plotting against the revolution today, exist. Again, 

for the sake of the islamic spirit and the imam's commands, we will make 
this concession, i.e. that they return the close associates of the shah 
who are busy plotting, and similarly all the nation's wealth that he stole 
and placed in foreign banks. 


We will free the hostages with a degree of reduction in our demands, 
Otherwise, the Islamic Consultative Assembly will even aake a firm stand, 
and God willing, the hostage issue and their trial will be raised, and 
the Majles will take the appropriate decision, 
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In any case the iseve ie that the Iranian nation gust prepare iteelf to 
struggle with the United States. The nation will not be expecting us to 
return the hostages and let the United States come and kiss the nation's 
face and make up, thie is impossible, If we retreat, the United States 
will advance, God willing, owr struggle with the United States will 
continue until the world is free from the domination of the U.S. govern- 
@ent and every other superpower, 


Today the United States strives to display the hostage issue as a funda- 
mental issve, While this is mot so, The hostage issue is 4 minor problem 
and our position in relation to it is explicit, If we give them the 
hostages the background of thie tseeuve will be destroyed, 


If they act ae they have promised, we will give them the hostages, and in 
thie way we are victorious and have not been defeated. If the United States 
surrenders to our words, we have advanced a step, and we will attack again. 


Today the United States has the Palestinians and Jerusalem hostage, It 
has the Middle East hostage. It exploits all the Islamic mations of the 
world and because we are Moslems we gust struggle for their deliverance, 


When we struggle for Palestinien freedom, it means we are struggling 
againet the United States, When we aid the Philippine and Eritrean 
Moslem fronts and other liberation movements, we are battling with the 
United States. It ie not only an tesue of hostage-taking. 


Ansari added: The United States with ite imperialistic essence is always 
plotting, and until the time that the imam's line and the revolution's 
line have been drawn to compromise, it will go on plotting. Our war with 
the United States is perpetual, Our revolution in its foundation and 
eseence is in opposition to U.S. imperialism and all world imperialien. 
One problem is U.S. stupidity, stupidity meaning that they want to lay 
plans here based on their own materialistic standards. They do not know 
and ignore the fact that essentially it is spirituality which carries 
our revolution forward. in their fantasies they think that if they make 
a coup d'etat and kill four persons, the people will be frightened and 
stay quiet, just like the fantasies which caused the Rey Cinema and the 
Kerman mosque and...to be set on fire, and 17 Shahrivar (8 September 78) 
wae brought about. Imagining that the nation will be frightened, But 
they cannot comprehend the spirituality ruling our revolution nor the 
blessing of gartyrdom which is the wish of all of us. 


But that which is real and which makes the United States hopeful of 
carrying out a coup d'etat is the existence of counterrevolutionaries in 
Iran. These elements are in the army. Elements associated with the 
former regime are plentiful in the army, and the army gust be completely 
purged. Aicthough we approve the army as a whole, and it must be approved, 
there are Savakists in it who unfortunately were not crushed after the 
revolution and who were strengthened by some officials. There are persons 
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who have been harmed by this revolution and Whose interests are endangered 
in some wa), and who furthermore cannot be in those slimy materialistic 
programs, 


There are leftist groups who in the imam's words are U.S, leftists, those 
tied to the east and weet, There are holders of deviationist Leftist 
thoughts, and even leftists pretending to be Moslems who have formed a 
coalition to act with them and have adopted a hypocritical attitude, 


They are all elements who have made efforts to weaken the Leadership and 
the Islamic republic domestically, and have prepared an area of hope for 
the United States, The path to collision with them is definite. We 
must decisively confront the plotters, 


The true school of Islam believes in free discussion one hundred percent, 
and respecte this kind of thing. However, discriminations must be made, 
It is not possible to hold free talks and discussions with everyone. 
Boundaries @uet be determined, There is the obscene Feda'i-ye Khalq 

group which has directly declared war against the Islamic Republic of Iran 
and whose weapons the entire disturbance in Kordestan revolves. What 
talks can we hold with them, and upon what issue can we come to an agree- 
ment with them? With someone for whom the issue is truly not clear and 
who has an opinion, fine, we will sit down and talk. But whenever we feel 
that they are plotting in the wings of this discussion, and that they 
account free discussion as a rostrum for their propagandizing, we must 
prevent this. People are important, and people must not listen to these 
rumors and provocations, 


The people vigilantly neutralize the efforts that U.S. agents make inside 
the country, such as creating shortages and producing a lack of security 
and creating an unfavorable atmosphere on the basis of rumors, I am 
certain, God willing, that with the spirit governing the revolution, as 
the imam says, the United States cannot do a darn thing, even though it 
lays plans for a hundred coup d'etats, As the imam says, an airplane 
Which takes off is compelled to land, and it is this nation which will 
stand up against that airplane with its fists.

GENERAL PALIZBAN'S COUP OPERATION DESCRIBED 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 2 Sep 80 p 13 


(Text) Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Jordan and Egypt Supplied 
Financial Aid to the Shah's Affiliates and Mercenaries, 


Palizban, Bakhtiar and Ashraf Gave Speeches for the 
Mercenaries at Iraq's Military Camps, 


Kermanshah--KEYHAN reporter: In the course of the operations of the recent 
abortive coup in Iran, some 20,000 mercenaries in the West of the country 
were scheduled to move on Qasr-e Shirin, Eslamabad and Kermanshah on 
Palizban's order, 


KEYHAN's reporter despatched to Eslamabad from Kermanshah has been talking 
to a group of the deceived members of the Qolkhani tribe. This tribe has 
recently returned to [ran from Iraq at the behest of the Devouts of the 
imam. So far some 2,500 members of this tribe have arrived in Iran and 
given up their arms, 


Haji Tahmasebi, in charge of the Headquarters of the Devouts of the Iman, 
spoke to KEYHAN about the manner of organizing of the headquarters on the 
border strip, After the counterrevolution used the Qolkhani tribe and had 
the members of this tribe hired by Palizban and Oveysi for sabotage work 
inside Iran, an organized group of the Qolkhani tribesmen who had preserved 
their solidarity with the Islamic Republic were called on to close ranks 
with a number of non-natives and with the Revolutionary Guards Corps to 
form the Organization of the Devouts of the Imam, After the formation of 
this organization, some 50 members of the "committed" people of the region 
banded together within this organization and tried to disrupt the air of 
suspicion among the Qolkhani tribes people toward the Islamic Republic of 
Iran and toward the purging of the areas in the grip of the counterrevolu- 
tionaries, They succeeded in this disruption, 


In his interview with KEYHAN's special correspondent, Haji Tahmasebi added 
that long before the coup d'etat "we found out that persons like Palizban, 
Oveysi and Bakhtiar intended to use the tribes of this region, We, 
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therefore, diverted all our energies and efforts to thie region,” Haji 
Tahmasebi added, "We gave frequent speeches in the region and gave the 
people political awareness." The Qolkhani peasants were told "Be alert! 
They want to use you for the criminal United States and its stooges Saddam 
Hussein and the like of Palizban and Oveysi." Thies was the way “we 
countered the coup," he said. The supervisor of the Devoute of the Imam 
added, “Also by re-organizing the Devouts of the Imam and by strengthening 
their organization we managed to attract into our fold group after group 
of those people who had been deceived; those who aimed their weapons at 

us until yest. .day have now joined us. Our force has thus burgeoned to 
1,300 strong.” 


It was thus that the conspiracy was foiled at the scheduled time, Tahmasebi 
said, "At present, group after group of the deceived Qolkhani tribesmen 
join us and our organization expands extensively. By setting up coopera- 
tive societies and enlisting the support of the Reconstruction Campaign 
Organization, we have made efforts to obviate the problems of the region. 
Our force has restored tranquility in the region since four months ago. 

We have covered under our security umbrella a vast area extending from 
Salas Babajani to Qasr-e Shirin." 


In conclusion Tahmasebi said, "We gave the counterrevolutionaries five 
days to surrender their arms, failing to do so, they will be in for the 
most severe punishment and we shall confront them in the harshest manner." 


Seyyed Nasreddin Heydari, the leader of the Society of the Patrons of 
Righteousness (Jame'e Ahl-e Haqq) who carried a letter announcing the 
allegiance of a group of Qolkhani folks, numbering around 2,500, talked 
to KEYHAN's despatched reporter, He said, "The shah's regime sent a 
number of the Qolkhani tribesmen to Sar-e Pol-e Zahab town during the 
revolution as club-wielders by offering them money and by threatening and 
intimidating them. In the ensuing clashes there a number of people were 
killed and wounded, This angered the people against the Qolkhani tribe 
and they blocked their supply and transit route. The puppet government 
of Iraq availed of the opportunity and befriended a large number of the 
tribesmen by supplying them with provisions and weapons." 


Regarding the place of training of the deceived and counterrevolutionary 
groups he said, “The counterrevolutionaries are receiving military train- 
ing in various camps from fugitive officers (of the previous lranian 
regime) and from the agents of the Iraqi Ba'thists.” But he pointed out 
that their most important training camp was located at Charkolav, The 
families of the trainees, he said, were kept in a separate area as 
hostages until such a time when their husbands and relatives carried out 
their missions and returned to their camps, 


The religious leader of the Society of the Patrons of Righteousness also 
spoke about funds funneled to “these mercenaries" and said that the monies 
were primarily supplied by the affiliates of the shah, But, he added, it 
had recently been arranged for them to receive financial assistance from 


Arab reactionary countries such as Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and Jordan via 
iraq. 
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Concerning the strengthening of the ba'thiet Lraqi arwed forces with 
support from Arab armies, seyyed Nasreddin Heydari said, “The groups 
returning to iran say that a ferce put together by Jordan, Kuwait and 
Egypt hae entered iraq and been deployed on the borders, although these 
countries are opposed to Oraq on certain seores,” 


In conclusion he pointed out that Iraq had heavily counted on Qolkhani 
tribe--compricsing of some 20,000 households, However, the tribesmen did 
not deign to become mercenaries, Many of them, he added, had written 
letters and expressed willingness to declare allegiance to the Lelamic 
Republic of Iran, 


Nosoor Khosravi, one of the tribesmen who has joined the rank of the 
Devoute of the Imam together with 50 members of hie clan said, “The iraqi 
Ba'thiet agente deceived us. They promised us money and weapons.” Every 
day, he added, a counterrevolutionary lectured to the tribespeople. 

"One day it was Palieban, another day it was Bakhtiar and later it would 
be Ashraf.” However, he added, when 4 group of the Devouts of the imam 
visited cheir villages they realized that all the propaganda of the 
counterrevoluttonaries had been falee, “That was how,” he said, “we 
embraced the islamic Republic of Iran which we shall support to the last 
drop of our blood,” 


Hatem Archang, another member of the Qolkhani tribe who had been contacted 
by the counterrevolutionaries, said that one day they went to him and told 
him, “Bring one hundred @en and receive a @onthly salary of nine thousand 
tumns from us." But, he said, he did not accept the goney and instead 
volunteered to join the Devouts of che leaam at ite headquarters in Kerman- 
ahah, 


Hamid Nameh'i, a vigilante in the region, too, said, “i ask che brothers 
who have been taken in not to be deceived by Imperialism. The monies 
that are supplied to you is the blood goney of all the martyrs of the 
cause of freedom,” 
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HEAD OF CENTRAL BANK DISCL® 08 MAJOR BOONOMIC ISSUES 
Paris NAME-YE RUZ in Persian 20 Aug 80 pp 6, 9 10 


(Text) Ime press, radio and TV interview, the head of the Central Bank 
of tran, Ali Rees Nowbari, discussed tesues such as retirement and forced 
retirement plan for employees of banke, foreign exchange reserve, effect 
of the reduced oil export, unemployment and the return to Iran of the 
former shah's wealth, 


With reference to the order issued by Imam Khomeyni to the effect that 
[Iranian workers in the Persian Gulf area were religiously duty-bound to 
sell cheir foreign exchange earnings to the Central Bank, Nowbari said: 


"Workers in the Persian Guli area should not bring lranian currency with 
thes to Iran because their money will be confiscated at the airports and 
at the border and, according to regulations, it will not be returned to 
them, This had created a lot of headache for both the bank and our 
Iranian brother workers." 


On the retirement plan and the forced retirement of bank employees, the 
head of the Central Sank said: “The plan is designed to determine the 
fate of those employees whose services are no longer needed by their 
respective organizations. inder the new plan, employees with 15 years 

of service could be aade to retire by another 10 years to their service," 


fie eaid that under the new plan retirement of those with 25 years of 
service is mandatory. We also said that payment of 2,000,000 rials had 
been considered to employees who will be forced to retire. 


Concerning foreign exchange reserve and the effect of the reduced oil 
export, the head of the Central Bank said: “Oil export during the month 
of Tir (22 Jume-22 July! had reached 570,000 barrels a day, which is a 
very small figure in view of the country's economic needs and budgetary 
calculations for the fiscal year 1359 [21 March 30-20 March 61)." 


He said that under these conditions the nation's budgetary deficit will 
Le three to four times higher than was expected, which is a serious threat 
to the nation’s economy and will put the country in a financial squeeze,

these workers at a lower rate provided they sell their exchanges through 
oificial Iranian bank branches of the Central Bank only. 


Nowbari further added that by this method iran will be able to earn 
between 200 to 300 million twaans additional income every year, But he 
eaid that the additional income was not the main thing. The important 
iesue, he said, was the creation of a second source of foreign exchange 
reserve. 


He noted that the goal wee the adoption of 4 method to earn up to one

for Military Agencies was held at the inepection Office of the Ministry of

fhe manner of the dismantling of che inspection system of the army which 
is considered to be a legacy of the previous oppressive regime of Iran is 
on the seminar's agenda, The obsolete system mide only for misappropria- 
tion of the taxpayer's money and ‘or burgeoning the bureaucratic machinery 
and for specious show-olt. The system is not compatible with the humane 
ind Islamic epirit of the islamic Revolution of Iran. It, therefore, has 
to be superseded by a new system which meets the need of the Islamic

Secondly, the new system, which is yet to be put together, should be armed 
with a revolutionary, islamic and humane spirit. in order to be thus

The seminar is echeduled to make the outcome of ite deliberations known 
to the Iranian public through a resolution on 8 Shahrivar [30 August), 


At the closing of yesterday's session of the seminar, Col Agia Dizaji, 
Chief of the Inspection Department of the Ministry of Defense and Secretary 
of the Lelamic Association of the Military Personnel talked to KEYHAN's 
reporter, He said, "Our Ielamic revolution has grown several aonthe old 
but it ie most regrettable that the laws governing the army do not yet fit 
the spirit of the Islamic Revolution.” For instance, he said, in the unit 
that he served, the thinking, approach and tastes applied to the matter of 
inspection were not Islamic at all, "We, therefore, thought,” he said, 

"a seminar should be organized to assess and assign an Islamic inspectorate 
system in the army to ensure that the inspection system of the army has an 
Islamic and human character," The seminar, he said, was underway and "ve 
are confident that it will bear positive and desirable fruit," 


Referring to the characteristics of an Islamic inspection he said, 
"Previously, under the oppressive regime, inspection was a convenient 

and hypocritical means at the disposal of the chiefs of the army so 

that they would be entitled to receiving considerable rewards by scoring 
the 100 mark." With such externaliem, they tried to sweep under the car- 
pet the harsh realities and the deprivation rampant in the army, he said. 
They indeed made quite a job of it. We had a straw army and an impious 
one at that, he added. Now that the revolution has succeeded, we should 
pay more attention to the “contents” rather than the “container”; we 
should build an ideologically oriented army. 


To achieve this, in Col Dizaji's view, first of all we should identify 
the faults. He added, if we try to remove the wrongdoer without under- 
standing the wrong, that wrong will stay with us forever. Inspection 
should, therefore, make for guidance and supervision. In other words we 
should seek out the faults, understand them, analyze them and, in order 
to arrive at fundamental constructiveness, we should put forth corrective 
solutions. 


Asked if he cooperated with the Ideology Section of the army, the Inspec- 
torate Chief of the Defence Ministry said that each section of the army 
worked independently. Undoubtedly, he said, there should be a geasure of 
cooperation and coordination among various sections. He said that what 
his umit did was to establish order and discipline among the various 
productive units of the army. The operations of various units, he 
explained, are kept under observation and control, In order to prevent 
the various inspection functional areas from clashing or overlapping and 
in order to have inspection duties well covered, he said, we should estab- 
lish coordination among the inspection sections of various governmental 
and even non-governmental organizations. 
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Citing 4 case of cooperation between the inspection section of the army 
and the revolutionary imatitutions, Col Digaji said, some time ago one 
of the committees informed ue that some people were trying to transport 
the army's electronic equipment abroad, We went into action tamediately 
and saw that they wanted to take the army's electronic equipment out of 
the country. We prevented that and put the thieves under arrest. Col 
Disaji expressed hope that the system that would be announced after the 
conclusion of this seminar would put an end to the aany problems now

MINISTER DISCUSSES OLL PRICING, PRODUCTION, TIES WITH FRANCE 
LDO21525 London AL-DUSTUR in Arabic 25-31 Aug 80 pp 18-19 


(Report on interview with O11 Minister Tavih ‘Abd-al-Karim in Baghdad 
by ‘Abd al-Wahhab al-Qaysi--date not given) 


[Text] Baghdad--As this is the most important question being asked 

by all the people of the world, Tayih ‘Abd-al-Karim was asked if there 
is a world energy crisis. He replied: First of all, I can say that 
there ig ne real energy crisis because what we are producing at present 
ie more than the world of] market demands. It is over 50 percent more 
than what we were producing 2 years ago when a surplus of more than 

3 million barrels was available daily in the market. The disappearance 
of this surplus is due to the strategic stockpiling being carried out 
by the major companies or the major consumer industrial states. The 
real shortage has not yet occurred but it is expected to occur in light 
of the increasing consumption of this strategic material. 


By the end of this century the world will face a real shortage and crisis 
in the world ofl market. It will also face a great imbalance between 
supply and demand because it will be difficult to meet the world's real 
consumption of this commodity in the next few years. 


Asked about higher oil prices and the effect this has on the developing 
countries, ‘Abd-al-Karim said: With regard to reconciling the sharp 
increase in prices, the problems of the developing states and world 
economic problems, any sharp increase and jump in ofl prices will harm 
the economies of the developing states in particular. It will also cause 
confusion in the economies of the world states in general. 


Iraq's policy, however, lies in effecting a gradual price increase which 
takes into consideration the rates of inflation and the rate of decline 
of the dollar on the basis of which our oil revenues are calculated. 

In otner words, [raq's price policy is against an upswing and a sharp 
increase in oil prices. Meanwhile, we are against freezing prices as 
long as rates of inflation continue to spiral because this inflation 

is exported to us in the form of commodities and technology. 





‘Abd al=-Kacim continued by talking about the aid Iraq is giving to the 
developing countries to cope with the increase in of] prices, We said: 
Iraq has given and continues to give long-term loans at token rates 

of interest or without interest to our friends and brothers in the 
Third World, Moreover, President Saddam Husayn has proposed the estab- 
lishment of a world fund to help protect developing countries and the 
Third World states against ofl price increases, 


The proposal stipulates that the industrial etates undertake to compensate 
the developing countries for every hike in of] prices and that all the 
funds that ree. lt from increases in the rate of inflation be distributed 
among the developing countries in the form of interest-free long term 
loans to cuable them to meet their needs and protect their economies 
against inflation. 


Asked about Iraq's oil deposits, ‘Abd al-Karim said: Iraq is one of 

the states that has large deposits. I cannot give you a specific figure 
for this but we are making extraordinary efforts and intensive plans 

to conduct a geological and seiemic survey of Iraq in order to determine 
the real size of deposits. Thie point was neglected in the past by the 
oil monopolies and before Iraqi oil was nationalized. I am receiving 
new figures about the size of deposits every day. I can say that Iraq 
is one of the states which has enormous deposits. In this respect I 
would like to cite President Saddam Husayn who said: One of the last 
two oil barrels produced in the world will be Iraqi. 


‘Abd al-Karim then emphasized the following fact: I would like to say 
that Iraq does not rely completely on oil, which is an exhaustible 
commodity. Iraq is a first class agricultural country. It has adopted 
the slogan: "Agriculture is perpetual oil." Iraq is now experiencing 
a major agricultural and industrial revolution. 


1 would aleo like to point out that during the Abbaside era Iraq's 
population numbered 30 million people who lived by agriculture despite 

the fact that their methods were primitive. If Iraq utilizes most 

of ite land, the yield of wheat and barley will suffice the Arab homeland. 


Iraq is earnestiv trying to achieve this and it is working according to 
a large-scale plan in thie respect. Iraq is an agricultural and 
industrial country. 


AL-DUSTUR asked ‘Abd al-Karim if Iraq is prepared to increase its oil 
production and if there is a specific plan in this direction.

_ Text Premier Menahem Begin was apparently very upset when one of his 
interviewers on television's Mogqed on Wednesday night implied that 
U.S.=lerael relations were at an all-time low.

DAYAN ASSESSES ISRAELI-U.S.-EGYPTIAN=PALESTINIAN RELATIONS 


‘Editorial Report) Jerusalem Domeatic Service in Hebrew at 0705 GMT on 
13 September carries a recorded interview with former foreign minister 
MK Moshe Dayan by political correspondent Shim'on Schiffer broadcast 
within the framework of the vearly newsreel]. MK Moshe Dayan says that 
“there is an e>> in our relations with the United States; there are 
differences of opinion” with the impact expected to be felt in both 
economic and military aid "if things continue to develop along these 
lines, namely that they think our policy contradicts theirs. A first 
sign of this was their refusal to veto the UN Security Council 
resolution.” However, in order to reach an understanding with the 
‘nited States, Israel should, nevertheless, “not give up major and 
principal things,’ even if we have to pay an economic price for it. 
These principal things are, for instance, "the settlements in the 
territories,” which Davan favors “even if the United States says it 
is an obstacle to peace or illegal as per the Geneva convention,” 

or "Jerusalem as the capital of Israel--and I am talking about the 
western part of the city.” On the other hand, "the transfer of the 
prime minister's office...to east Jerusalem, this is not essential.” 
Dayan maintains, however, that “the root of the difference of opinion 
is the Palestinian iseve.” Davan saves that the history of the 
differences of opinion on the Palestinian issue--between the Rogers 
plan and our plan “not to return to the former borders’ as was the 
view of “all tne governments since 1947"'--goes bach many vears. 


Even thoug) Davan refuses to assess Carter's personality in terms of his 
being a friend or a foe of Israel, he save "TI would like to say this 

to his credit and in praise of him: that he did more than anv other 
president for »ace between us and Egypt as well as for progress in 
peace with ¢ alestinians.” However, he adds that “he mav have done 
go for U.S. interests or Eevoetian interests.” 


Regarding the European front, Davan says that “we do not have to make 
life easy for ourselves and say that it is ofl and that the moment 
Europe has enough oil from the northern region this problem will be 
eolved.” Still, he save, "I do not think that Europe is, o8 far as ve 
are concerned, lost.” The kev is for Europe to know that “we are 
aeieting” on our positions: “We will not give up on our basic issues, 


sav Ierael’s security. Furope should not talk to ue like “those who 


sit with ue and tell ue what ¢t 








Regarding his assessment of the future of the autonomy talks and their 
chances of succcas, Dayan saya: ‘I indulge in no hopes about these 
negotiations for two reasons which are the two sides of one coin: the 
firet reason is that neither the Paleatiniane nor Jordan...will join 

the Camp David accords or the negotiations based on them, He says that 
the alignment's Jordanian option is "the West Bank" and so is the 
Palestinian issue. They are both the same. Therefore, an agreement with 
the Egyptians will be no more than an agreement with the Egyptians, but 
"we need an agreement with the Palestinians, not with the Egyptians." 

The Israeli Government, Dayan says, is not prepared to "abolish the 
military government without negotiations.” But on the other hand, he 
gays negotiations with Egypt, “even if they resume, will not solve the 
problem." The first question chat should be presented to the West Bank 
mayors is: "Can you or can you not, do you or do you not want to maintain 
security and prevent terror act@ in your towns? In that case, we will 
withdraw, If not, we will not leave because we are not prepared to commit 
suicide.” Yet, we should not only "take their word" for it, but we 
should also tell them: "If we withdraw and you introduce the PLO, we 
will +» back in 15 minutes. The Palestinians have no tanks or aircraft 
or a: . They can stage demonstrations.” If one party does not honor 

an agreement--and that applies to Egypt as well--Dayan says that "the 
agreement is not binding on the other party and that party should take 
the steps it sees fit.” Dayan adds: "First of all, I do not think an 
agreement with the Palestinians is possible. Not one of them will sign 
or come or sic’ with us. He does, however, think that "they will first 
consult with the PLO” in which case one of the following two alternatives 
is possible: ‘One, that the PLO will try to torpedo" the agreement for 
various reasons, including Soviet influence, or that it will regard this 
as a first step toward a Palestinian state and independence by "first 

of all seeing the Israelis out.” At the same time, Dayan asserts that he 
does not believe a Palestinian state will be established. "If we do not 
permit it, it will not come about, and I think we will not permit it.” 


"I am not disappointed with what I had expected this peace to achieve,” 
Dayan says. The most important thing Dayan had anticipated as an outcome 
of peace was for Egypt “to be removed from the circle of war against 
israel,’ which "is unrelated to normalization” but is connected with 


"Egypt's interest in improving its e. nomy" by having no more wars and 
is also related to “the U.S. involvement.” Any war Egypt might want to 
indulge in in the future wil! have to be carried out with U.S. arm: 

and aid and will also entail "violating an agreement Carter signed,” 
and “overcoming those U.S. forces that will be found in the buffer zone 
inetead of the UN forces.” Davan believes Feypt will not do so, not 
even under enother leader.”

CHIEF OF STAFF COMMENTS ON WAR THREATS, MUSLIM NUCLEAR OPTION

[Interview with Chief of Staff Le Gen Refa'el Eytan by military corres- 
pondent Shmu'ei Tal; date not given--recorded] 


[Excerpt] [Question] We have recently witnessed a massive reinforce- 
ment of the Syrian army, an increase in Jordan's air power and chenges 
in the Saudi Arabian army. How much of a threat is posed to Israel 


by all this, and how is the IDF preparing to meet the threat from 
the East? 


[Ane rr) Today the eastern front is the threatening factor, or one 

that oy threaten the security of the State of Israel, in comparison 
with che southern front, or that in the south, where the peace agree- 
ment with Egypt was signed and the IDF is deployed differently. The 
eastern front is being reinforced, and not just in Syria recently; 

Syria is being equipped and is absorbing the most modern types of 
weapons and equipment in a permanent process. The same applies to 

Iraq and Saudi Arabia and Jordan, although this is being done in Jordan 
rather more slowly, because Jordan depends on Western weapons whose 
supply is more controlled than that of eastern weapons supplied by the 
Eastern Bloc. However, Jordan may now be turning to the Soviet Union 
for equipment and this would burst all the dams curbing Jordan when 

it was being supplied from elsewhere. The eastern front will be a 
danger to the State of Israel if it materializes, if the coalition in 
the East is integrated into a single force, or if it coordinates action 
within itself. Single countries, separate within the eastern front, are 
not a danger. That does not mean that integration jeopardizes the very 
fact of our existence, because our reaction and our countermoves toward 
the eastern front will be the determining factor if there is any danger, 
or it this danger becomes greater or smaller. 


(Question] In view of the massive hyperactivity on the Golan Heights 
at the moment, are we in any immediate danger from Syria? 


Answer) This activity is not unusual ir Syria. It is carried out 

every vear in this or other frameworks. tlhe verv fact of this activity 

is not a danger. We are following these things alertiv and, if necessary, 
we take the appropriate step 








[Queation) The chief of the intelligence branch said at the end of last 
week that lraq and the Muslim countries are realizing the nuclear option 
now, What steps does this development require the IDF to take? 


\Anewer! We have had to follow, to know exactly what was being done 
there in Iraq. The possession of nuciear weapons in the Middle East by 
one of the Arab countries is a threat both to Israel and to the world, 
since it is impossible to know exactly where they will be aimed if they 
have nuclear weapons. They may threaten neighboring countries, they 
may threaten us, they may threaten anyone who has interests contradict- 
ing theirs. In my opinion, this is an international problem of prime 
importance: how and with what measures the world will prevent such 
extremist countries from possessing such weapons. 


(Question) In your opinion, as a result of this development in the nuclear 
issue, will the superpowers’ involvement in the area increase? 


|[Anewer}) This may occur, but we must remember that the West i: dependent 
on Arab oil and its activity is dictated by this dependence on oil and 

the Arab countries--Saudi Arabia, [Iraq and the Gulf principalities-- 

may decide to use pressure, to use the of! weapon so that the West should 
not intervene in the nuclear issue. This is what wet be decided: 

whether the West prefers to leave nuclear weapons in the Arabs’ possession 
or to suffer from an economic crisis. I very much fear that the West is 
split on this issue and will not be able to reach an understanding and 
unanimity. 


[Question] A precise examination of the political military circumstances: 
Does it lead vou to a forecast of a war between Israel and its neighbors, 
or some of its neighbors in the coming vear’ 


[Answer] Ido not want to speak about time, but as long as the Palestinians 
want to destro the State of Igrael and Svria makes *he same statements 

and lraq, certainly, and Jordan do not want to make peace, and Saudi Arabia 
is spurring them all on to a holy war and Libya is ready to enter any such 
conflict [last word in English], in this form or another, as long as this 

ia the situation, there te a danger of war. 


[Question] Can we expect war in the foreseeable period? 


(Answer! Maybe ves, maybe no. It depends on us to a great extent: how 
strong we appear from the outside, how united, and how much we insist 
on our rights. 


[Ouesetion’) Chiet of state, can we expect hange in Jordan's approach 
to the terrorists in view of the relations now being strengthened *«tveen 
King Husayn and ‘asir ‘Arafat? Can we expect a resv-ption of terrorist 
activity from Jordanian territory’ 











[Anewer | tecentiy there have been several attempts to infiltrate from 
Jordanian territory. | presume that thie was without the knowledge of 
the authorities, but it te reasonable to aseume that if other sectors 
are sealed off to them, they will try to come from the border of 

Jordan, which ie a Long one, and from their viewpoint, a breachable one, 
Husayn may be forced to accept dictates and act in contradiction of his 
tradition to date, that of preventing terrorist activity from Jordanian 
territory. This may certainly occur. 


(\Question) Does our dependence on the United States as our primary 
supplier of we .pons, perhaps our only one, other than local industry, 
harm our freecom of action? 


[Answer] In my opinion, no. It ie true that we receive a great number 
of weapons from the United States, but we can supply our own needs to a 
certain limit, which is a high one, for almost all the items needed to 
run an army. ‘here are many items we produce ourselves which cannot 

be purchased anywhere else in the world because they either are not 
suitable or they are not good or they are not sold for political reasons 
and we rely upon ourselves. Here the problem is much more internal: 

he degree to which the security, the military industry is recognized as 
an economic and security factor by the nation, in my opinion, can

ABSENCE OF FULL-TIME DEFENSE MINISTER DISCUSSED 
TAOSLOLO Tel Aviv HA'ARETZ in Hebrew 5 Sep 80 p 13 
[Commentary by Ze'ev Schiff: "Discordant Notes From the Oirya’’] 


Excerpts] Prior to the Begin-Arens meeting [when MK Moshe Arens re- 
‘ected Segin's proposal that he become defense minister] I heard an 
assessment in the defense establishment that Begin would continue in 
his post as defense minister and would not transfer this important 
portfolio to Arens. This was not because of the problems that 

Ari'el Sharon and Mordekhay Tzipori would have created inside and 
outside the party, each in his own separate and inimitable way. Nor 
was it because of the threat from Weizman's direction that he would 
vote against an Arens appointment because of the latter's stand against 
the Camp David accords. The appraisal was that Begin would retain this 
portfolio because he feels wonderful holding it. In anv event, it was 
said, it would be a major surprise if he were to let it go. 


This is the first time since he became rime minister that Begin is 

truly ruling and governing. True, this ; come to pass in one sphere 
only, but that sphere is an extensive and important one. And what is 

no less important: he is be'ng accorded full honors, as is the custom 

ip a military hierarchy. His contact with those in uniform, the personnel 
of a Jewish army, captivates him to the point of hypnosis. It is thus 
that his national activity as prime sinister--which he so greatly esteems-- 
is given expression. In his position as defense minister, Begin sums 
things up, and issues orders and directives. Nor are these orders that 
are translated into talk only, but ones that are translated into deeds, 
military operations, sorties of aircraft and naval vessels that penetrate 
enemy territory, security contacts abroad, arms sales, development of 

arms systems projects and the promotion of senior officers. None of this 
is t be compared with the bitterness Begin has experienced more than 

once in the prime minister's office. In short, Began has been rejuvenated 
in his position of defense minister. This is perhaps the best medicine 
ecoinast a feeling of depression--s80 why should he forego it? 


The pressing problem lies in another direction. Begin does not have 
enough time to devote to the Defense Ministrv. ‘le is filling that post 
as a part-cime hb onlv. One dav a week. On thet day things go as thev 
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should, de not come te judge his decisions as defense sinister, but 
on thet dey meeting fellows meeting. Minicter's staff meeting, opera- 
tional dieoussions, Seetings in various forums on urgent and current 
matters, pefeona) sessions with senior officers, If Begin could devote 
the whole week and 411 hie time to defense issues, he would certainly 
het preve ahy less of a defense minteter than Levi Eehkol, 





When Teipori and the chief of staff were asked Whether thie is net detri- 
mental te the administration of the defense establishment, they replied, 
evasively, that it le aiwaye posstibie to get in toweh with the defense 
minister, Ane what else could they say’ Substantively, the method of 
running the °F and the defense establishment by remote control, a 
the telephone of 4 walkie-talkie, is unacceptable. Thies ise the largest 
and fost -eteitive eyetem in the country, and ite administration cannot 
be based on the giving of approwaie from afar, What ie worrving ie not 
hecessarily the possibility that operations will be carried out without 
the approval of knowledge of the pelitical echelon, The defense estab- 
lishment fequires 4 leader, eqmeone to run and direct it, someone who 
will follow things firet-hand and will push people to implementation and 
te thought, And om thie matter there are already indications of various 
delaye Which are liable to erew inte genuine probleme in the future. 


As for the phone conmection, it must be borne in mind that the tendency 
is pot te bother the prime sinister needliesely. Everyone remembers that 
he bes just recuperated from an ilimees, and will think three and four 
times about whether to disturb him during hie rest and sleep hours. 

Se far there have been no hitches, but in the reality around us unexpected 
Situations must aise be taken inte account, such as occurred when a Libyan 
paseenger plane buret inte lereeli airepace and a fateful decision had 

te be taken within 4 minute. Tt ie quite probable that a situation will 
arise in which the chief of eteff will make a fateful decision on his an, 
within 4 minute. And in the state of affaire that exists today in the 
defense estabiichment hierarchy, it .anmot be said that, in Begin's 
abeence, the deputy minister-chief of etaff team can be relied upon--and 
thet is another probien., 


Weieman succeeded in directing the compiles of relations among the deputy 
minister, the chief of staff apd the Defense Ministry's director general, 
each was in hie place, afd despite the occasional differences of opinion 
the three were properiy coordinated. fwer since Begin aseumed the 
defense portfolio, deep differences of outlook have emerged between 
Deputy Minister izipori and the chief of etaff. The impression is that 
these two are operating om ‘wo nearly separate and at times conflict ing 
courses in the defense establishment. Sometimes one of them acts and 
the other brakes him. ‘here is @ view in the Defense Ministry that the 
chief of etaff acte witheut teking into consideration the civilian 
aepect. The claim ie thet often the army does not report things to the 
Defense Ministry in time. And since Begin’s support and his inclination 
eo to the chief of staff, the deputy minister is no longer a full-fledged 
“eputy. The differences of opinion and the conflicts between the deputy 
@inieter and the chief of etaff prewail on virtually every serious subject.

it fe clear that ae long ee thie situation continues--with Begin « part~ 
time defense minister--new problems will crop up in the defense estab- 
iiehment and solutions will be put off. 


The infirm relations at the top will only worsen. And what ie sore 
eeriows: we are liable to face unexpected and dangerous situations.

at the moment because his election is so close. In fact, he is less 
pressed, since he has done nothing that contradicted traditional U.S. 
policy or that committed him to concessions. Begin did do this and 
Al-Sadat even more so. -For those two to come and admit that they made 

a mistake, that they got onto the wrong road, that they made sacrifices 
that did not justify themselves, that is not simple.” That is politics. 





“But there is something more important than this, certainly from Egypt's 
viewpoint: President Al-Sadat's strategy was the global shift, severance 
from the Soviets and building the infrastructure for regional defense 
linked to the United States and relying on Egypt, North Africa, Saudi 
Arabia (Iran has been eliminated). Peace with Israel fitted in with 
this view, as you know.” 


"For Egypt to get back Sinai is — great thing per se," ay interlocutor 
continued.

MAPAM'S SHEM-TOV READY FOR PEACE TALKS FVEN WITH PLO 
AU061755 Vienna ARBEITER-ZEITUNG in German 4 Sep 80 p 5 


[AZ report on exclusive interview with Victor Shem-tov, secretary general 
of MAPAM, the Leftist-Sectalist United Labour Party of Israel, in 
Vienna on 3 September 1980) 


[Text] Vienna--"We are of the opinion that Israel should negotiate on 
@ peace treaty with Jordan and with any Palestinian ‘factor’ that is 
recognizing Israel, that is ready to sign a peace treaty with Israel, 
and that rejects terrorism as a weapon for solving conflicts. This 
also applies to the PLO, if it accepts these conditions.” This was 
stated by Victor Shem-tov, secretary general of the Leftist-Socialist 
United Workers Marty of Ierael (MAPAM) in an ARBEITER-ZEITUNG interview 
on Wednesday. 


This position has been named "Shem-tov-Yarif formula” after Shem-tov, 
who in the Golda Meir and Rabin cabinets was minister of health, and 
after former information minister Yarif. 


Shem-tov, who on Tuesday had a i and 1/2 hour talk with Chancellor Kreisky, 
chairman of the Austrian Socialist Party [SPOE) added that “we will 
immediately recognize the Palestinians as 4 nation and their right to 
eelf-determination in the framework of a comprehensive Middle East peace, 
a8 soon as we are sitting at a table with such Palestinian representatives 
and are negotiating 4 peace treaty.” 


Unfortunately, he said, the PLO has so far not found this road and does 
mot recognize the State of Israel, but on the contrary has again decided 
that the destruction of that “Zionist structure” is its main goal. Hence 
the door is also closed for contacts. 


The MAPAM secretary general also believes that the Palestinian problem 

is the focal point and the hard core of the conflict. "Within the 
framework of a comprehensive settlement, and in order to solve the 
Palestinian problem in all ite aspects, Israel must be ready to return 
che West Bank and the Gaza Strip, after new borders have been established 
in negotiations which give Israel the necessary security. We are not 
interested in annexing the West Bank.” 














What MAPAM would iike best would be a federation between Jordan and the 
Palestinians because the Palestinians are living on both sides of the 
Jordan River and the Palestinian nation therefore should establish one 
ingle state. A prerequisite for that would be, however, that the 

Weet Bank would be demiliterised and would absorb all refugees and exiles, 
he said, 


Ae far ae Jerusalem is concerned, Shem-tov declared that in the Knesset 
MAPAM voted against Begin's Jerusalem bill because MAPAM regards it as 
superfluous, unnecessary and hareful. Jerusalem is united and will 
remain united as Ierael's capital, but the question of Jerusalem is also 
open for negotiations in peace talke. 


In MAPAM's opinion a modus vivend! for Christian and Muhammedan Arabs 
should be found. The city should get a status similar to that of the 
Vatican State, with extraterritorial rights for the holy shrines, with 
‘lage and symbolic militay unite for Muslims, Girietiane and Jews. 

There would also be a possibility for East Jerusalem to become the capital 
of the Jordamian-Palestinian federation. However, the Jerusalem question 
should only be dealt with at the very end. 


The reason for the trip of Shem-tov and of Dov Zakin, MAPAM secretary for 
international relations, which took the two of them first to Bonn to 
Socialist International (SI) chairman Willy Brandt, then to London, and 
now to Vienna to see $1 Vice Chairman Kreisky, was to promote MAPAM's 
admission to the SI as a full-fledged member. MAPAM would like to 
acquire SI membership--at the side of th Socialist Democratic Israeli 
Labour Party (MAPAI) which already is an SI member--under an arrangement 
similar to that applying to Italy and Japan, both of which are represented 
by two socialist parties in the SI. (Both MAPAM and MAPAI belong to the 
labour bloc in Israel.) 


There are good chances of MAPAM to become a full-fledged SI member as 
early as at the next SI congress in Madrid in November. Shem-tov, who 
stressed the long-standing friendly relations with the SPOE and with 
Chancellor Kreisky, discuesed with the SPOE chairman and government chief 
not only MAPAM's application for SI membership but also the Middle East 
and the world situation.

[Report by Gavri'el Stern: “West Bank Personality Calle on His ‘Jewish 
Brothers’ To Negotiate With the PLO") 


[Text] Deputy mayor of Ramallah, the Anglican priest (‘Uda Rantisi)-- 
currently replacing Karim Khalaf who is undergoing medical treatment 
in the United States following the terrorist assassination attempt 
against him and Nabulus mayor Bassam Ash-Shak'ah--this week issued an 
emotional call on his “Jewish brothers” to put themselves in the place 
of the Palestinians. 


(Rantisi) added: “We do not believe in a state of war and hatred and 
the more we sit together and attempt to reconcile our troubles the 
better. The Israelis should put it out of their minds that we, 
Palestinians, want to kill or expel them. ° the contrary, we want 
them to go on striving for the sake of peace and to realize that we 
are a nation that has the same right to exist as they do.” 


(RantisDhes served in his post for 4 years on behalf of the nationalistic 
bloc. [sentence as published) (Rantisi) emphasized that the PLO is the 
only legal representative of the Arab Palestinian people and that if 
Israel really wants peace then it should negotiate with it. As a 
Christian Palestinian and devout religious man dedicated to the issue 

of human rights, (Rantisi) claimed he advocates peace founded on justice 
and mutual trust and not on the expropriation of land, imprisonment and 
oppression. 


(Rantisi) was interviewed by Elyas (Zananiri), an editor of the English- 
language AL-FAJR, which is aimed at the Israeli public and also publishes 
articles written by Israeli journalists. (Rantisi) revealed that he 

has received anonymous telephone threats that he is “the next in line” 
after the [Ramallah and Nabulus) mayors. (Rantisi) stressed the opposition 
of the Palestinian leadership to the autonomy. He also rejected the 
claim that the settlements in the West Bank would bring about peaceful 
coexistence because they were being established on expropriated land. 

If they really want peace, the Israelis should return the houses they 
confiscated from us. (Rantisi) added that, at least, goodwill gestures 
should be made in order to reduce the gap dividing the two peoples.

[Text] Gueh Emunim claims that according to promises it was given by 
senior government personnel, the intention is to continue with the 
settlement project even after the establishment of the 10 settlements 
that are supposed to complete the settlement program for Judaea and 
Samaria. Amana [truth], the Gush Bmunim settlement body, is now 
preparing for a large, encompassing se.tlement project. Among other 
things, it intends to prepare Shave Shomron 8B, Teqo'a B and the 
territory seized between Jerusalem and Ma'ale Ha'edumia. Our corres- 
pondent on settlement affairs, Avraham Ben-Melekh, says that at this 
stage Gush Baunim does not intend to settle without government approval. 


[Ben Melekh) The government does not intend to stop settlement in 
Judaea and Samaria. This is the impression the Gush Emunim settlement 
personnel gained from their talks with government people. Hanan Porat 
said it was explained to him and his colleagues that the publicity 

about Israel's intention to stop settlement as soon as the 10 settlements 
remaining to complete the government's settlement program are established 
is incorrect. 


[Begin Porat recording) It was explained to us that this publicity is 
unfounded. What we were told indicates that this is unfounded and 
settlement will continue. [end recording] 


[Ben-Melekh) Amana, which is the Gush Emunim settlement movement, 
according to evidence provided by Amana coordinator Uri Ari‘el, is now 
preparing some nucleii to move into the land. 


[Begin Ari'e] recording) We are going to set up several more nucleii 

in the very near future. We are now dealing with them. The short-term 
program fe to civilianize and establish the places decided upon by the 
government and, beyond this, additional places that appear in the 
settlement program, which has certainly not been concluded: among other 
things, Shave Shomron 8, Teqo'a B and Mikhmash. Later, we will certainly 
be discussing a continuation of the settlement impetus in both urban 
centers and such rural settlements as (Matot) to close the area from 
Neve Ya'aqov to the urban quarter of Ma'ale Ha'edumin. [end recording)

[Begin Elitzur recording) On the one hand, the Israeli and international 
press is writing as though there was a promise that after four more 
settlements, no more settlements will be established in Judaea and 
Samaria; on the other, the government says [words indistinct) and it

[Text) If the Knesset elections had been held in the second half of 
August, the Likud list would have gained four more seats in comparison 
with the first half cf July, while the alignment and NRP would have 

lost two seats each. This emerges from the monthly public opinion poll 
conducted for the MONITIN monthly by Dr Mina Tzemah, the director of the 
Dahef Company's research institute. 


The elections forecast, conducted on the basis of replies by 1,232 inter- 
viewees, gives the alignment 59 seats (61 ia July), the Likud 28 seats 
(24 in July) and the NRP 9 seats (11 in July). However, if the alignment 
list was headed by MY Yitzhaq Rabin, it would have won 64 seats (65 in 
July), the Likud would have won 25 seats (21 in July) and the WRP 8 

(11 [in July)). 


The forecast also shows that the electoral potential of a list headed 
by ‘Ezer Weizman has not altered between the two polls: in August, as 
in July, this potential totals 12 seats. 


Together with the variations in the relative strength of the lists, the 
August MONITIN poll also shows variations in the relative popularity in 
public opinion of the four people who lead in the race for the premier- 
ship. While MK Rabin has, in fact, kept his strength and status at the 
head of the quartet, and enjoys the support of 4.7 [percent] of the 
people who were interviewed (35 percent in July), there has been a 
slight rise in Begin's popularity, from 22.5 purcent to 25 percent, and 
@ rise in ‘Ezer Weizman's popularity, from 12.8 percent to 14.3 percent. 
On the other hand, there has been a drop in the popularity of MK Peres, 
from 19./ percent in July to 15.8 percent in August.

Reviewing the Ieraeli measures, Al-Shak'ah said that after dismissing 
the municipal councile of Bayt Jala and Qabatiyah the Ieraeli authori- 
ties divested Janin Municipal Council of ite administrative powers, 
thue impeding construction work and public services. 


Al-Shak'ah eaid: “The expulsion by the lerseli authorities of the mayors 
of Rebron and Halhul and their attempt to assassinate the mayors of 
Ramallah, al-Birah and Naebulue was aimed at iaplementing a plan to 
paralyze and render ineffective a1] the municipal councile. But the 
leraeli measures have now reached a new and escalating etage aimed at 
imposing the so-called autonomous rule or administrative rule, #o as 

to enable Ierael to achieve ite ambitions in the occupied Arab terri- 
tories according to ite raciet and aggressive plans.” 


Continuing, Al-Shak'ah eaid: The recent leraeli measures were as follows:

"Freezing che municipal council] budgets and giving the occupation 
authorities control of the councils’ assets in banks; 


"Refusal of the Israeli authorities to pay their financial obligations 
drawn from fuel tax and property tax, which the Israeli military 
authorities collect on behalf of the municipalities in return for a 
10=-percent collection fee=-something which has made many municipalities 
unable to pay their employees wages; 


"The imposition on all West Bank mayors of forced residence in their 
towne and of a ban on their contacting public opinion, through either 
the media or the presse.” 


Al-Shak'ah said that the municipal councils in the West Bank are now con- 
sidering the idea of suing the military occupation authorities in the 
appropriate courts, in order to end such measures.

{Text} Amman--Official Jordanian sources said yesterday that the creation 
of a "Ministry of Occupied Territories” in the new cabinet headed by Mudar 
Badran in no way means "encroachment" on PLO rights in the occupied terri- 
tories.

Thies 
office was administered by « minister holding yet another portfolio and 
was attached at one time to the Ministry of Information and Culture and 
at another time to the Min’ .y of State. 


The Jordanian sources added: In view of this situation, officials decided 
to merge the powers of reconstruction and development and the executive 
office in one ministry, the Ministry of Occupied Territories, under Hasan 
Ibrahim. The Ministry of Occupied Territories will also be the Jordanian 
side of the Jordanian-Palestinian joint committee set up in accordance 
with the Baghdad summit resolution to support steadfastness among the in- 
habitents of occupied territories. 


Therefor, the creation of a ministry for the occupied territories cannot be 
construed as an encroachment on PLO rights in there territories. Also, it

Aleo for the 
record, the majority of the Palestinian people etill live on Palestinian 
land, where the highest Palestinian concentration is found. 


Based on the same logic, the enemy tries to find 4 homeland for the Pail- 
estinians in southern Lebanon for the same purpose and same goals, i.e. to 
liquidate the Palestinian question once and for all, and occupy Palestine 
entirely.

[anewer|] Relations with Swrie are perfectiy good. In addition to aafr- 
taining special and strong personal relations, Jordan and Syria together 
represent the Arab front standing before the enemy. We must accordingly 
deepen and strengthen these relations, and we gust coordinate our soves in 
every field. 








| have recently visited Syria, and my visit was successful, During my visit, 
i have pointed out to the Damascus authorities=--although they already knew 
it=-=the importance and the necessity of deepening and strengthening the 
relations existing between the two countries. Their response has been ex- 
cellent, and their feelings and aspirations do not differ from our own, 

Many forces are trying to arouse @utual suspicion and differences of 
opinions among the Arabs. It ie regrettable that, owing to lack of aware- 
ness, campaigns aimed at arousing dowbte have managed to find listening 
eare, but we can aseure you that our relations with Damascus are indeed 
excellent. 


Of course, imaginary differences @ay arise at times, and thie is normal. 
However, such imaginary differences are soon dissipated through dialogue, 
discussion and exchange of views and information. Our relations currently 
are better than ever, and they will get better and better in the future. 
There is nothing likely to change thie. 


Some authorities have thought that Jordan maintained relations with certain 
agencies which undertake certain operations in Syria. We have explained 
that Jordan has not involved iteelf in the least, in any way and under any 
condition, both at the national and patriotic level, in any operation 
undertaken by any group whateocever in order to create any conflict in Syrie. 


Any superficial incompatibility arising in any Arab country or between Arab 
countries is an insignificant and secondary matter, which should be settled 
wisely, intelligently and rationally. 


Relations with Iraq 
[Question] What about relations with Iraq? 


{[Anewer| For Syria and for us, Iraq represents a strategic depth before the 
Zionist aggression, and itis accordingly an essential part of the conf ronta- 
tion with the enemy. 


With reference to the improvement of our relations with Syria, we do not 
serely think of trying to have @ dialogue with the latter. The same thing 
applies to our relations with Iraq. While we try to develop sound and 
strong relations with both Syria end Treq, we hope that sound and strong 
relations will aleo develop between Syria and Iraq. 


From 4 patriotic point of view, andat this particular stage, we personally 
do mot beliewe thet mere attempts to have « dialogue may benefit the Arabs, 
and we do not believe that any conflict between Arab countries is in the 
interest of the Arabs.

[Interview with Dory Sham'un, Lebanese National Liberal Party secretary gen- 
a MONDAY MORNING correspondent Lydia Georgi--place and date not 
given 


[Excerpts] (Question) The Lebanese Army has taken over several NLP [Ne- 
tional Liberal Party) centers at the request of NLP President Camille 
Sham'un, who has at the same time declared that the NLP is essentially a 
political party. In practical term, does thie mean that the NLP ailitia 
will be dissolved? And should that happen, wouldn't the areas which are 
now under Lebanese front control come under the total control of the 
Phalangist militia? 


[Anewer) What [former] President Sham'un said concerning the political 

role of the NLP ie simply thie: that the NLP is a political party and 

that the military role was imposed on us by what we considered to be attacks 
against the population and integrity of Lebanon. We were obliged to take 


up arms and fight the aggressors. 


Now, this (statement by President Sham'un) does not mean, as President 
Sham'un also pointed out, that we are going to throw away these arms, stop 
training or completely dissolve our military effort, if you can call it 
that. We will not do so as long as we estimate that there are still peo- 


ple aggressing against the soil and independence of Lebanon. 


But where we feel that the Lebanese Army has control of the situation, ve 
do not see any reason to keep our boys awake all night *° see that no one 
comes into the various quarters that they have been defending up till now. 
And this happens to be the case in al-Hadath, Kfarshima and a number of 
other places. As long as there is no outbreak of fighting in these places, 
we feel that our military role is not really needed. 


This is the exact situation, and it is our sincerest wish to see the Leban- 
ese Army fully in control of the situation ali over the place. As soon 

as that happens, we will immediately forget about anything called “mili- 
tary role. 
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(Question) If you have no intention of dissolving your militia, why are 
you more or less surrendering your contro] in certain areas? 


[Anewer) Because we have found that in certain areas...there is no fight- 
ing againet the Palestiniane in, say, Juniyah. The militias that used to 
be in Juniyah were there because they were needed to support or relieve 
fighters in other areas. But since the fighting has stopped for the time 
being--and we hope it will remain this way--we see no reason why we should 
leave these arma in the hands of the boys, expecially in view of the risk 
of someone coming along at any time and, for the slightest thing which has 
nothing to do with politics or defending the territory, start a private dis- 
cussion which will finally turn into some kind of bloodshed and draw one 
party against the other. 


To eliminate this possibility, we have decided to put everything aside. 


[Question] Which NLP centers, exactly, has the Lebanese Army taken over 
now? 


[Anewer) They have not really taken over the NLP centers. They have taken 
over what we used to have as military outposts. We said to them, “As long 
as you are there, we do not need these things.” If they are needed later, 
that is a different story, but for the time being, nothing is needed, so 
why should we keep our boys under arms? As long as the army is ready to 
do it, we are ready. We are ready to hand them many other places, but we 
want the army to be in a position to take them over. Over there, they 
seemed willing to do so, eo we said, “Okay, take then.” If they are will- 
ing to do so in other places, we're ready to hand over other military out- 


posts. 


[Question] Are you ready to hand over all your military outposte to the 
arny? 

[Anewer) We are ready to hand over all our ailitary outposts to the legal 
authority if this legal authority is ready to take over and maintain law 
and order where our militias are doing so. 


[Question] This is a new position. You have been saying so far that you 
won't accept the Lebanese Army unless it is deployed in all Lebanese areas. 


[Anewer)] We have never said this. 


[Question] I believe you have. 


[Anewer] No, we have never said this. We have always said that we would 
like to see the Lebanese Aroy deployed all over the place. That is our sin- 
cerest wish, and I think they should do it. They should not be satisfied 
to be in ‘Ayn al-Rummanah to the exclusion of Shiyah, for example, or 
al-Ghubayri, or around the airport--and I'm talking about effective pres- 
ence in their little barracks. This is something we sincerely hope they 








will do, and we have been encouraging them to do it. In handing over our 
contro! to them in certain places, we hope to encourage them and perhaps 
set a good example for the otherse--on thie side and on the other side. 


[Question] Although both President Sham'un and yourself have been playing 
down the NLP-Phalangist conflict, it has become obvious that the relation- 
ship between the two parties is under severe strain. Do you think it can 
be returned to normal? 


[Anewer) We've always declared that no matter what happens between the 
al-Khata'ib (Phalangists) and ourselves, our reaction will alwaye be posi- 
tive. 


Admittedly, when you feel that you have been working positively and see a 
negative reaction on the part of the al-Khata'ib or someone in the al- 
Khata'ib, it is difficult to remain positive, forget what has been done to 
you and turn over another new leaf. This is something we have succeeded in 
doing many a time, and we hope to be able to continue doing it, because 

we estimate that politically we carry the burden of responsibility. However 
heavy the burden may become, we're not going to just throw it off our should- 
ers. This is a role that we have decided to assume and we will continue 

to aseume it as long as there is any possibility of doing so. 


We estimate that the external dangers are still there, and they're auch too 
great to allow us to create more internal divisions. Our attitude toward 
them will be the same as our attitude toward the al-Khata'ib. 


[Question] Do you share the view of those who say that the Phalangist Party 
is trying to extend its unilateral authority over the eastern areas? 


{[Anewer) It is the aim of any political party to have as @uch control of 
any situation as possible--be it in parliament, in social activities, or 
whatever. This is very true of the al-Khata'ib. The al-Khata'ib found 
themselves having a certain structure with a certain capacity behind it, 
and they're trying to grab as guch as they possibly can. 


[Question] At your expense’ 


[Answer] Maybe at our expense, maybe also at the expense of the rest of 
the population, but that is what they're doing. Now, I don't approve of 
the methods. I would probably try to do the same thing if I could, but I 
would use different methods. I don't exactly approve of the methods of 
the al-Khata'ib, and have always said so. They will end up paying the 
price if they continue this way. 


The Lebanese population has never admitted the control of any one perty; 
they don't even admit the control of the government, and this is why many 
governments have not succeeded. The Lebanese population is not going to 
accept the control of any single party. As the Arabic saying goes, anything 











in excess is a shortcoming. When you overdo certain things, you get nega- 
tive reactions, and | think there are already negative reactions to what 
the al-Khata'ib are doing. 


[Question] Dany Sham'un hae said that certain NLP members have been intia- 
idated into joining the Lebanese forces. Do you see thie as part of an 
attempt to control all the eastern areas? 


[Anewer] Maybe. It could well be interpreted as part of that attempt, but 

I don't see it succeeding in the absence of a party decision to join the 
Lebanese forces. As long as there is no party decision that all WLP militia- 
men should enter the Lebanese forces, anybody entering the Lebanese forces 
will be doing so on his own responsibility. We're not going to stop then. 

If they want to do it, let them do it, but they will not be doing it on 
party orders and they'll be responsible to the party for whatever action 
they take on that side. 


We have said it very plainly: those who want to leave the party and join 
something elee are very free to do so. 


(Question] Has anybody left since then’ 
{[Anewer) Very few. Very, very few. 
[Question] How many? 


[Answer] In the region of al-Hadath, Kfarshima and all the rest, they don't 
amount to 5 percent. We are glad that those who left did so, and if there 
are others who want to leave, wewill be even er. Because these are 
people who don't believe in the party and don’t want to obey orders, and 
this is exactly the kind of people that we don't want. They would render 

us @ great service by leaving. 


[Question] We have always understood that the Lebanese forces is the 
umbrella military organization for all rightist political parties. Now 
we're hearing about the Lebanese forces versus the NLP militias. What 
does “Lebanese forces" mean today? Could you explain the exact status of 
these forces? 


[Anewer) I wish I knew myself. I think this is a question you should put 
to Shaykh Bashir al-Jumayyil (commander of the Lebanese forces) himeelf. 
I personally haven't found the right anewer yet. 


[Question] What has happened to the formulas that are supposed to be under 
consideration for the regulation of NLP-Phalangist relations? There was 
talk about either creating a “National Council for the Lebanese Resistance” 
or establishinga “Pederai” relationship between the two parties. 
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[Anewer) 1 don't like to talk about predetermined forms of councils or 
federations or whatever. There is something called the Lebanese front. 

It was created way back and was an umbrella organization that wae supposed 
to group all the forces within the liberated regions at the time. That was 
back in 1977, when this organization that covered all the liberated areas 
from Zharta to al-Hadath or Karfehima. 


Of course, the incidents of Ihdin Bhden (1978) chopped off a big part of 
that area, diminishing it by about one third. Since then, the Lebanese 
front has group: d mainly the al-Khata'ib and the al-Ahrar (NLP), plus a 
few other email! organizations. 


Even then, che idea was to turn this structure into what I might call a 
“shadow government," because in the absence of a real government, unfortun- 
ately, one had to try and solve one's problems. We decided--or at least some 
of us did=--that it would perhaps be a good thing to have an unofficial local 
government that would see what the area needed and try to obtain what was 
needed from the official government. This would have allowed us not only to 
have the political parties working together as a team, but also to invite 
many people from the various life forces in the area to join in and help 
within this organizational framework. It would have been a very democratic 
way of trying to solve the problems of the area, trying to develop the 

area into an example for other areas to follow. Because I go by the prin- 
ciple that if you want people to do what you are advising them to do, you have 
to show them what vou yourself have done. 


We would have liked to turn this area into a model which everybody else 
would want to copy. I think Lebanon needed an area which could rebuild 
iteelf and serve as a model for the rest of the country Lo copy, so that 
we could get out of the archaic governmental system which we knew to be in- 
efficient in many ways before the war, so that we could build something 
more modern on more scientific bases. 


This failed, and all I can say is that we were not responsible for its 
failure. 


[Question] So if I understand you correctly, no new formula for NLP- 
Phalangist cooperation is now being studied.... 


[Answer] There are many propositions being studied today for the restruc- 
turing of the Lebanese front, to make a sort of administrative council for 
the area composed of the various members of the Lebanese front and their 
allies in the area. This would at least allow us to see how things are 
going and avoid conflicting responsibilities. Certain people would have 
certain roles: people in charge of information, others of educational 
problems, others of social problems, etc. It would be like a shadow govern- 
ment. 


[Question] In your recent press conference, you announced that you were in 


the process of undertaking a major overhaul of the NLP. Could you elabor- 
ate on that? 
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|Anewer!] i don't think it will interest anybody, te's ali 
eulsine, The main objectives are, of course, to develop 
the cultural and educational poiley of the party and try 
the student and teaching bodies ae aany people ae possib 
what we believe to be the right kind of education for Lebanon's future 
generations and laplement it. 








|\Queetion) How aeny armed elements do you have now! 


j\Anewer| You can't say “armed elements.” We have about 5,000 fully 
trained, and about half of them hawe had battle experience for all it's 
worth. 


Question) Since the July 7 tnetdente, your brother Dany has launched sev- 
eral verbal attacks against Bashir ai-Jumayyil, but President Sham’ un 

and youreelf have toned down your comments on Mr al-Jumayyil's reeponsi- 
bility for these and later ineidente.

|Anewer) Tt te not @ diecrepancy. Daeny's reaction wae 4 very normal human 
reaction. My father's reaction and aine were more of 4 political reaction. 


\Question| Why! 
jAnewer) Because we're doing politics. 
[Queetion) But you share your brother's feelings’ 


[Anewer!) We're doing politics, and when you're doing politics, many things 
come into consideration, and many tigese--too any tiges, unfortunately-- 
you have to forget about your awn pereonal feelings and go by slightly dif- 
ferent logic. 


[Question] To sum up the question of NLP-Phalangict relations, how would 
you evaluate those relations now’ 


|Anewer) I! would deecribe them ae not what they should be, unfortunately. 
Inadequate, insufficient and inappropriate.

|Anewer! On one condition only: their sincere vow to work or fight, or 
Whatever it takes, for 4 free and fully independent Lebanon.

[Interivew with Minieter of Towrfem ‘All ai-Khalil by Lur Ma'luf in Beirut; 
date not given. | 


{Text} The ainieter of tourfem, Mr ‘Ali al-Khalil, 
expressed optimiem about the future of touries in 
Lebanon. He said that preparations will begin next 
fail for the 1981 Ge 'labekk summer festivals. 
Al-Khalil mentioned thet the sinietry of tourien's 
organization te considered unproductive under the 
current circumstances but it fe working as uch as 
possible toward (the progption of} future touries. 


Minister ai-fhalil opened the interview with the following statement: 


“The tourfem policy, like other administrative policies, is operating in 
two waye: The firet @ethod of operation is based on carrying out respon- 
sibilities assigned to the ministry of touwries and tourist organizations. 
Thie ts achieved through conducting limited tourist activities whenever 
poesibie under the existing circumstances. We, of course, beliewe that 
these activities will sot only help tourtem, but will aleo participate 
in supporting Lebanese withetanding conflict and in bringing the situation 
back to norm). 


"On the other hand, we are continually trying to strengthen tourfiet facilities 
eo that Lebanon will be prepared for its touriet seasons in the coming years, 
which we hope will be quiet, etable and secure years. 





In the politice of touriem, we are not only interested in carrying out our 
weual activities for the current year. We aleo have to plan for the 
future. For example, let us look ast touriem during the summer season; 

we are planning for ite success in the summer of 1980 but are aleo inter- 
ested in achieving an overall pian for the years 196], 1982 and 1963. 
Activities take place on two parebiel courses: We, at the ainietry of 
tourism, have activities to be carried out by the secretariat general 
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and the National Counci) (for tourtem), Naturally, the National Council 
takes care of tourtet activities abroad and tourtem adverticements vie 
announcements and publications which are aimed at attracting tourtete. 
These publications are dietributed to organisations, businessmen and other 
economically-influential people. Thie year we limited advertisement 
abroad to these publications to prove to businessmen that the situation 
in Lebanon te teproving. Through these publications, we shed some | ight 
on the Lebanese situation. 


"Atourtet te not just the person who comes solely for recreational 
purposes; businesemen, bankere and employees of organisations passing 
through the Middle East are aleo effectively touriete. Tourist offices 
provide publications that give these tourists information about the country. 


“The department of tourlem takes care of regional touriet facilities and 
feativale, building beaches and hotels, and supervising touriet and travel 
agencies. The minietry of tourtem manages touriet resthouses, in 
cooperation with the @intetry of national education and fine artes. 


“There ie also a third [tourtet) organization, represented by the secretariat 
general. Ite main responsibility ie to look for archeological sites. 

It is inwoilved in excavations, acquisition of areas, searching for antiquities, 
maintenance of the guseum and the bringing out of historic and archeological 
features. There are tourtet pleces like the Ja'ita Cave, Bayt al-Din 

Palace, Ba'labakk, Tyre, Jubayl and othere that are managed by this 
organization. 


"This te the structure of the sinietry of tourism. I cannot say thie 
structure te productive under the present conditions; however, it gaintains 
the statue quo and etrengthens the bases for future tourist activities.” 


[Question] Tourist festivals, such as the Ba'labakk festivals, are used 
to attract a large number of touriets. What, in your opinion, is the best 
way to attract touriete’ Of do you think the current situation does not 
pera@it taprovement’ | 


[Anewer) The situation is not tense, and there is «4 chance to revive these 
festivaie. The Ba'labakk festivals will be resumed in the near future, 

as preparations for these festivals will begin in the fali. That is, in 
the fall of 1980, we will etart preparing for the summer of 1961. 


Preparation for festivals requires travel abroad to contract with inter- 
national professional groups and prepare the advertisement necessary to 
progpte the festival. Thies meane that we cannot prepare for 4 summer 


festival in the spring, especially for one at the lewel of those held in 
Ba’ eheb’ 


[Question] How « vaivate the touriet situation before and after 
the evente?’ 
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[Anewer) ‘here is no doubt that tourtem was experiencing growth in 
Lebanon in 1974. | had aseumed the responsibilities of the ainistry of 
touries in 197), for 4 short period of time. | reeall that tourtem was 

at its peak, During that time, the administration was ae stable as 
poseible. The continuous construction of hotele and the carrying out 

of tourtet activities, particularly the Balabakk festivals, were proof that 
summer resorts and hoteles were flourtehing. 


Tourism is naturally affected by the security situation, as the Lebanese 
economy ie bas | on services. There te no other country in the world with 
such characteristics. The tourtet comes to Lebanon to relax; he will not 
come if it te unsafe. Thus, thie sector wae affected by the situation 
that existed throughout the country. 


However, we hope that the situation will improve in 1980 and the coming 
years. I repeat ‘hat security te the gost teportant factor allowing 
touriem to continue its growth under our sponsorship. 


[Question] What about the hotele that were destroyed during the war? 
How can the government help them? Can the central bank give them loans 
to continue their tourist activities? 


|Anewer| Firet, there are some hotel establishments that have outetanding 
bank loans, but this subject will be treated (like others) through 
parliamentary decisions. A paritamentary session wae held to etudy this 
matter and the matter of loan installments. Many organizations, including 
hotels, who had bank loans stopped their operations during the year. Of 
course, they were unable to pay off their outstanding loans. Since there 
are conditions to be met for loan disbursement, banks could refuse 
giving new loans until they have received their outstanding loan payments. 
| do not know to what extent we can establish a reasonable balance 
between promoting consumers benefite, and giving the banks a chance to 
survive. 


(Question) What tourist projects are currently being carried out? 


[Anewer] There is the resthouse project, such as the Sidon and ‘Anjar 
resthouses, the Ja'ita Cave imaprovement project, and other tourist 
projects under study for implementation, among which is the Dayr al-Qamer 
project which will be put into effect soon. 


(Question) Do you encourage the construction of new [private] beaches or 
does the government lean toward encouraging free [public beaches)? 


[Anewer! The syndicate of beach owners in Lebanon, in cooperation with 

the ainistry of tourfem, is participating in building these [free] beaches. 
These, of course, require the attention of concerned gunicipalities as well 
as the ministry of public works and transport in relation to the coasts. 

At the same tise, they need financial support. Swimming should not be costly 
on @ coast like thet of Lebanon. There are currently 2 public beaches under 
etudy in the Tabarjia and al-Manarah sreas. 
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COOPERATIVE CENTER APPROVED BY COUNCIL OF MINISTERS

[Statute of Cooperative Center As Approved By Council of Ministers) 
{Text} During ite session yesterday, the council of ainisters approved 
the besic statute governing the “cooperative center" which will be in charge 
of imports, purchases, contracts, and wholesale and retail operations 
related te food products, as well as the apst significant consumer goods 
and animal and agricultural producte and byproducts. 

The center is authorized to establish public markets in various areas, 
and deal with thee directly without the use of siddliemen. This project 
was embodied in one of the major resolutions of the conference of the 
General Labor Federation. The following is the basic statute governing 
the center: 

Article 1: Definitions: 

Teres that appear in the etatute have the following meanings: 

Law ~ the establishing the cooperative center. 

Minister - the minister of housing and cooperatives. 

Board - the board of directors of the cooperative center. 

Chairman - the chairman of the board. 

Section 1 - The Administration of the Center 

Chapter 1: Board of Directors 

Article 2: The board of directors consists of 4 chairman and 6 members 
appointed in accordance with the bylaws of Article 3}. Under the same 


decree, 2 of these members will be named vice chairmen, one for purhcasing 
and import affaire, the other for packing and sales affaire. 
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Article i The board will serve for a period of 5 years from the date of 
issuance of the appointment decree. If the service period expires and 

ie not renewed, or 4 new board ie not appointed, the same board will retain 
ite duties and appropriate authorities until a decree for renewal or appoint= 
ment is issued. 


Article 4: The following tities should not be held by the same person: 
chairman and vice chairman, or m@inteter and member of parliament or any 
other position in the government or in public organizations or independent 
agencies. 


Articie 5: The chairman will conduct board meetings at least once a4 
week. 


The government representative may call the board for an emergency session 
at any time. 


The board may invite to ite meetings, and for consulting purposes, any 
specialists they choose, provided these epectaliste do not participate 
in voting. 


Article 6: The board meeting ie presided over by the chairman who also 
leads the discussions. in his absence, the older of the 2 vice chairmen 
acta on hie behaif. 


Members must personally attend the meetings; they cannot delegate anyone 
to represent then. 


Articie 7: Minutes will be recorded during each meeting and will be given 
to the trustee minister within no gore than | week after [che meeting). 


Decisions are considered effective if the trustee ainister does not uphold 
the goveroment commissioner's veto of these decisions within one week fros 
the date of the veto. 

Article 6: The board manages the center's functions, ensures its progress 
and protects ite interests. It has, for these purposes, comprehensive 
authorities in accordance with regulations in force and this statute. It 
has, but is not limited to the following functions: 

1 = It outlines the center's general policy. 

2 = It approves the center's budget and sees that it is properly executed. 


3 - It approves all deals, contracts and agreements that are in excess 
of 100,000 Lebanese pounds 


4 - It accepts donations and grants from any source. 
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5 = Lt opens bank accounts following approval by the trustee minister, 


6 ~ It delegates necessary authority to ite chairman or one of hia vice 
chatrmen, 


Chapter 2 = Admintatration of the Center 


Article 9: The chairman ie the (alternative) chairman of all [ functions) 
at the center and has the following functions in particular: 


| = He represents the center before the state and court and other bodies 
and carries out all the work and proceedings required by this representation. 


2 = He signe all deals, contracts and agreements and approves expenses that 
do not exceed 100,000 Lebanese pounds. 


} = He signe checks, vouchers, notes and bank accounts with one of his vice 
chalrmen as co-signer, in accordance with their jurisdictions. 


4 - He prepares a proposed budget and presents it to the board for approval. 
It does not become effective until the trustee minister has approved it. 


5 - He prepares a semi-annual report on the activities of the center and 
presente it to the trustee minister after the board approves it. 


6 - He sees that the center's work is properly carried out and takes the 
necessary measures *o ensure that. 


Article 10: The vice chairman of purchasing and imports is responsible 
for handling all related duties. 


Article ll: The vice chairman of packing and sales is responsible for 
handling all related duties and the settlement of all transactions 
pertaining to these activities. 


Article 12: The minister can iesue 4 decision appointing an assistant 
chatrman or assistant vice chairman. 


Section 2 - Trusteesnip Powers 

Chapter | - Powers of the “Trustee” Minister 

Articie 13: In addition to the decisions which, under the laws and regu- 
lations, are subject to the approval of the trusteeship authority, the 
following decisions of the board are subject to the minister's approval: 


1 = The establishment of branches, public markets and distribution centers. 


2 - The general annual budget. 
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} = The opesing of bank accounts. 


4 = The definition of the center's ownership and the workers’ and employees’ 
conditions of employment and compensation. 


5 = The hiring and diemissal of permanent employees and workers. 
Chapter 2? = The Government Commissioner 


Article 14: Tl. government commissioner enjoys the authority given to him 
in accordance with the laws and regulations in force, particularly the 
following: 


1 = He attends the council's sessions and enjoys the right of discussion 
without voting. 


2 = He calle emergency sessions for the council. 


} = He has the right to veto all board decisions, provided the trustee 
approves this opposition within 1 week. 


Section 3 = The Center's Controllership Authority 
Chapter | - The Financial Controller 
Article 15: The financtal controller exercises the following authorities: 


— He oversees implementation of the center's budget, manages and controls 
its finances. 


— He checks the accuracy of the center's special and regular accounts, loans, 
debts and their validity. 


Article 15: The financial controller prepares an annual report on the 
center's business and activities from a financial standpoint, and gives 
copies to the minister of finance, the trustee minister, the council and 
the government commissioner. 


Article 17: The financial controller may not receive any salary or com- 
pensation from the center. 


Chapter 2 - The Audit Commissioner 


Article 18: An aud>t commissioner is appointed under contract signed 

by the minister of housing and cooperatives. He reviews all the records, 
reports, documents, financial statements, inventory lists, the general 
budget and other center-related accounts. 


Article 19: The audit commissioner prepares a report on all inadequacies 
or violations he notices in the center's activities. This report is 
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immediately handed to the chairman, with copies to the trustee minister 
and the government commissioner. 


Article 20: In addition to hie general annual report, the audit commissioner 
prepares a detailed monthly report about the center's financial situation, 
ite business and his audit results, and gives it to the trustee minister, 
with copies to the council and the government commissioner. 


Chapter 3 - The General Administrative Supervisor 


Article 21: The general administrative supervisor must have at least 10 
years of administrative experience in addition to a college degree. He is 
appointed by a decree iseved by the minister of housing and cooperatives. 
He oversees the progress of work at the center, and examines and exercises 
supervision over the following: 


l 


The carrying out of duties and responsibilities by employees. 


2 - Employee behavior, particularly in relation to their being on time. 
3 - Employees’ abidance by laws and regulations in performing their jobs. 
4 - Investigation of petitions and complaints and their related results. 


Article 22: Supervision is conducted periodically and on the basis of 
special assignments by the minister, or the chairman or one of the vice 
chairmen of the board of directors. 

- Every six months, the general administrative supervisor prepares a 

report to the minister on his work, his inspection tours and the results of 
his inspection reports. 

Section 4 - The Center's Financial Affairs 

Article 23: The center's financial resources consist of the following: 


1 = Commissions which the centers adds to the price of goods in accordance 
with Article 1 of the law. 


2 - Donations and grants. 
3 - Special allotments in the general budget. 
4 - Interest earned on money deposited in banks. 


Article 24: The chairman prepares the proposed annual budget and presents 
it to the board of directors before the end of September each year. 


The board must, before the end of October, approve and present the budget 
-o the minister. 











Article 25: The chairman specifies a cut-off date for the financial year, 
provided it is no later than the last day of March of each year. 


The board approver the cut-off date and gives a copy of the approval to the 
minister before the end of April. 


Article 26: Loans and treasury advances are to be spent for the purposes 
they are allotted for. Special funds necessary to pay off outstanding loans 
are accounted for annually in the center's budget. 


Section 5 = Conditions of Employment, Salaries and Compensation 


Article 27: The conditions of employment, salaries and compensation are 
to be defined in accordance with the attached schedule [AL-SAFIR does not 
carry the schedule in question). 


Article 28: The center's staff will be determined by its needs, by decisions 
issued by the board. These decisions are not effective until the trustee 
minister approves them. 


Article 29: The hiring and dismissal of employees and workers is imple- 
mented by a decision of the board of directors upon the chairman's 
recommendation. This procedure becomes effective only after the trustee 
minister approves it. 


As for temporary workers who are used for emergency and temporary work, 
they are hired when there is a need for them. Their salaries and 
compensation are decided by the chairman. 


Art.cle 30: This statute takes effect upon its promulgation by decree.

\Text) The Western Sahara conflict hae undergone some developments recent ly, 
following the extraordinary conference of the Algerian Liberation Front and 
the OAU's Freetown summit, not to gention militery developments in the ter- 
ritory of the conflict iteelf. Moroceo's Foreign Minieter M'hamed Boucetts 
reviews his government's position regarding theese developments, evaluates 
relations between the Arab Maghrib countries, and explains his etand on the 
question of alliances within the Arab world, in an interview with AL-NAHAR 
AL~"ARABi WA AL-DUWALI during hie recent vieit to Tunmteta. 


(Question) Ever since the last conference of the Algerian Liberation Front, 
there have been hinte that the tension between Algeria and Morocco will be 
eliminated. Do you believe that there has actually been any development in 
attitudes which would permit rapprochement between the two sides’ 


|Anewer|] Current issues in Algerie are primarily and above all domestic 
iseves concerning the Algerian regige and the adjustments which Algerian 
officials feel are necessary. Ae for relations with Morocco and the regional 
tension, we feel that a clearer underetanding of the situation has begun to 
emerge, no dowbt, because the matter primarily pertains to the attacks from 
the Algerian bordere of which we in Morocco have been the victias. In this 
respect, there has been no change in our viewpoint; in fact, as Moroccans 

we quet take every etep to defend our country. in fact, we wish an end could 
be put to this tension, because it is not in the interest of either the 
Algerian or Moroccan people or the region as a vhole. 


There is talk in the air indicating the possibility of creating a climate 
for this gutual underetanding. In any case, “Morocco will not hesitate to 
do everything in ite power to prevent this tension and to make the dialog 
more open, so 46 to create waye of regional economic development and fruit- 
ful cooperation. Sut we heave not yet observed anything definitely new. 
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[Question] Meroccan=Mauritanian felations have gone through many twietings 
and turnings, and sometimes real shocks, especially after the Algiers agree- 
ment betwee) the Polisario and Mauritania, Wow do you evaluate present 
Moroccan=Mauritanian felations? 


|Anewer| As you know, Mauritania took it on itself to adept a so-called 
“neutral” stand on thie ieeuve, We don't want to impose any stand on Mauri- 
tania, just a6 we would net allow one to be imposed on us, because this 
iseue primarily and above all pertains to sovereignty. What we will remark 
on about our Mauritanian brothere ie that there were agreements between us, 
in the fields of regional security and defense of Mauritania's safety, the 
region's safety and our own safety. There were also agreements for joint 
economic activity and rapprochement in many fields, in some of which slack- 
hese was observed after the Alglere agreement, But nevertheless we tried 
and we are always trying to @ake Moroccan-Mauritanian relations friendly 
and cooperative in 411 spheres, because in any case we share « common destiny 
with Mauritania, We hope that Mauritanian officials underetand that their 
relations with ‘heir neighbors, especially Morocco, do not concern Mauri- 
tania aione but the entire region. We will strive to make these relations 
cooperative ones. 


We Did Not Reject Mediation 


(Question) Recently, attempts to mediate between Algeria and Morocco have 
intensified, and there has been talk of Saudi mediation and then Tunisian 
mediation, because of Prince Pahd's visit to Rabat and then Mohamed Meali's 
recent vieit. Why has Morocco rejected this mediation’ What are the con- 
ditions and guarantees under which Morocco would agree to mediation to solve 
the conflict” 


|Anewer) There have in fact been a number of attempts by fraternal and 
friendly countries, who want to put an end to the tension existing in the 
region and between Morocco and Algeria; this is a fact we cannot deny. As 
for the statement that Morocco hae rejected mediation, this is untrue, be- 
cause Morocco has always wanted to end the existing tension. The first 
attempt wae by "resident Bourguiba, and after that came attempts by Seudi 
Arabia to create an atmosphere of rapprochement. Then there was Mr Mzali's 
visit, during which we acquainted him with the true situation. I don't 
think that there has been any gediation in the true sense, but just « search 
for ways to open the dialog. I can affirm that Morocco has not rejected and 
will not reject this, because we are prepared to do everything which sight 
bring about rapprochement. 


\Question) There has been much talk about Polisario's moving its military 
operations to southern Yorocco. Some people have even said that the Boucraa 
mines, for example, have been or will be closed. Do you believe that trans- 
ferring the battle to southern Morocco would postpone the hour of solution 
by causing economic harm to southern Morocco’ 








|Anewer) This hee @any interpretations, and auch has been said about it, 
There is actually « mercenary gang attacking Morecco=-no one can deny this, 
As for economic activities, whether pertaining to the Boucraa mines or to 
Other existing activities in the region, they are following their natural 
course, in fact, there are some very important harbor, housing, factory and 
road projects which are currently proceeding a8 usual, Moroceo had to look 
at this iesue from the point of view of the aggressor, it has actually 
taken this viewpoint, and has adopted the appropriate seasures, whether per- 
aining to the @ilitaty ephere, 1.@, security measures so a8 to concentrate 
ite forces, of to the necessary equipment and the mobilization of the people 
to resist these attacks, Economic projects are proceeding as usual, 


|\Quesetion) What is Meroceo’s attitude toward the OAU and the Steadfastness 
Front countries, after the etande which both groups adopted vie~-a-vis the 
struggle in the Western Sahara’ 


|Anewer) Our attitude towards the OAU ie clear. We feel that this iesue 

is one of Moroccan territorial integrity. Some states feel that colonialiss 
has not been eliminated in this region. Therefore, we did not accept the 
Menrovia recommendations, because they were not serious and did not respect 
the organization's lawe, and we had obvious reservations about them at the 
time. Now, a number of African estates have begun to comprehend the rea) 
situation, and there is ao better proof of thie than the stands which were 
decisively adopted at the last conference at Freetown. 


[Question] But there was a eplit at the last conference. 


|Anewer! It almost occurred. Half the organization's members adopted a 
clear stand, and thie is what | was referring to when | said that some Afri- 
can states had comprehended the real situation. | know that accepting 4 
gtoup like this one, government or state, into the organization would give 
this organization Littie hope of remaining. There were some decisive stands 
taken by some of the organization's states. 


No Essential Difference 


[Question| in the context of differing Arab reactions to the policy of the 
Egyptian regime, the viewpoints and policies of Arab governmente towards 
the current phase have varied. Therefore, we have observed that after the 
formation of the Steadfastness Front there has been 4 kind of rapprochement 
or alliance among a oumber of Arab states which refused to join that front, 
especially Riyadh, Rabat, Tunie, and other countries. Even the Tunisian 
prime minister, while visiting Morocco, spoke of “a chain stretching from 
Rabat to Riyadh.” Do vow think it likely that thie trend, which is rela- 
tively isolated in its way of looking at the circumstances, will crystallize 
and charee toto a front or alliance? 


[Anewer) This question contains several questions. I! don't want to talk 
about the stands adopted by the Steadfastness Front states, for this concerns 
those states which have joined it. What concerns us, as Morocco first of all, 
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ie that our stand on the Arab cause and the Palestinian cause is one to 
which we have clearly adhered, firet at the 1974 Rabat summit, the basic 
factors of which were carried over to the Baghdad summit, and then at Tunis, 
We explained that these agreements which were signed would not solve the 
problem, because they did not deal with the essential issue, the Palestinian 
cause and the establichment of the Palestinian state, Naturally, there are 
individual relations among some Arab states, which are perhaps firmer between 
one party and another than those existing among the Arab community. But 
Morececo’s position will always remain well within Arab solidarity. We have 
firm relations .ith Tunieta, Saudi Arabia, and iraq, for example. 


(Question) In spite of the diversity of regimes’ 


|Anewer| There is no difference with respect to the essential issue. There 
are aiso bilateral relations with Kuwait, the UAL, and other estates. It is 
incorrect, in @y opinion, to speak of an axis. There are doubtless fire 
relations, but as for the creation of an axis to counter a second line in the 
Arab community, thie ie net so with respect to Moroceo. We want to unify our 
lines in the Arab national interest. We don't want to drive a wedge in the 
heart of the Arab nation, or to create an axis to counter a second axis. This 
ie not in the interest of the Arab nation, ite people, or ite basic cause.

/Texnt/ Seudi-Gerwan cooperation in the cultural fleidse is concentrated 
on the vocational training process and technical instruction, in order to 
benefit from lengthy German expertise in thie field. Therefore, et the 
beginning of the sixties, ae it was on ite long road toward development, 
indvetrieligetion, and the development of ite basic economic facilities, 
the kingdom oriented iteelf toward « Western Buropean country which was 
known for ite ecientific end technical progress, the Federel Republic of 
Germany, #0 that we could build bridges of cooperetion and participation 
with Germany in en ieportent field, that of development policy and ecien 
tific end technical cooperation. 


In the early pert of the sixties, the Kingdom of Seudi Arabie decided to 
spread vocational and technical training throughout verious perte of the 
country. After long study end investigation with organizations belonging 
to the United Netions end som industrielly developed countries, the Seudi 
goverament, in 1964, edopted an laportent decision, stipulating thet the 
vocational training syetem applied in West Germany would be applied, end 
it emberked on negotiations beering on thie subject with the federal gov- 
erament in Bonn. The firet Seudi German technice! and vocational treining 
agreement was signed io 1966, etipuleting that German edvice end expertise 
end German professors, treinere end experts would be provided for the 
Kingdom of Suadi Arabia end thet it would contribute to supplying Seudi 
technicel end quelifying inetitutes, schools and centers with aschinery, 
equipment and supplies for education, treining, studies and books, at the 
expense of the Seudi government itself. The firet group of German experts, 
professors and trainers errived in the kingdom toward the end of 1966, con- 
sieting «f ‘ive professors *o engage in work in the industriel vocations! 
school in the town of al Hufuf, as well as « German expert for the Seudi 
Ministry of Education who would coordinate ectivity between the German 

end Seudi parties end would set out @ practical applied study on the pos 
sibility of establishing « group of new treining centers in various parts 
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of the kingdom and establishing the necessary contacts with agencies re 
sponsible for thie matter in Germany, the kingdom and the organisations 
belonging to the United Nations and the international development programe. 


Thie agreement vitnessed « number of eodifications which were introduced 
before it was decided to conclude « new technical Cooperation agreement be- 
tween Bonn and Riyadh in 1975 whose coste were estimated at about | billion 
Seudi riyele. The latter ie considered to be the first agreement of ites 
kind which the Federal Republic of Germany has reached with « country of 
the third worl. founded on bases related to the policy of developmental co- 
operation in exchange for the payment of expenses. This is a policy bear: 
ing on rich developing countries, in particuler the oil producing countries, 
which the federal government edopted in early 1974 following the explosion 
of the erieie in ofl and crew materials in the world, and it is aimed at of- 
fering developmental aesistance to rich developing countries which ere 
headed siong the road to development and indusetrializeation, in exchange for 
payment of the costes of these expenses, and cooperation with them in vaeri- 
ous developmental fields which they select for themselves for their own 
intereste. 


Supervising the implementation of this new developmental policy, which 
many industrial countries in the world have edopted, is the federal Ministry 
of Economic Cooperation in Bonn, while the German Technicel Cooperation 
Organization aseumes charge of the executive aspect of this policy, which 
is to provide technical development aid. Thie German orgenizetion ie « 
quesi officiel one which makes contracts with economic, industriel end 
technicel orgenizetions end Cerman and foreian experte, professore and 
trainere to cerry out specific programs in the context of technologicel 
development, as vell as providing technical equipment and treining and 
teaching side and erecting educational, epplied and model buildings, 
schools, facilities end centers. This organization, which is known by the 
name GTZ, has been able in the Kingdom of Seudi Arabia to take part in con- 
structing inetitutes, schools, end training and vocational shops in Riyadh, 
Jiddah, al-Hufuf, al-Te'if, ‘Unayzeh, Buraydeh and al-Demman in the frame- 
work of propageting vocational training in various ereas of the kingdom. 
The number of experts with this orgenization who are working in the Kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia today exceeds 75 and it is expected that thie will increase 
to no less than 150 by 1985. 


At the beginning of this year, 1980, the duration of this technical cooper- 
ation agreement was extended during « visit to the Kingdom of Saudi Arabie 
by the federal minister of economic cooperation, Dr Otto Graf Lambedorff, 
with the objective of strengthening economic relations and offering more 
technical and technological aid to the kingdom in the scope of the 1980- 
1985 5-year development plan.

/Text/ Wo two persons will disagree over the iaportence electricity has 
attained and the degree to which it is essential for every house and to 
which it quest continue and not be cut off. The capitel, Riyadh, has ei- 
ways suffered frow repeated cutoffs of electricity every summer season; 
when susmer epproaches the citizen preperes hiaseif to receive it end 
nostalgia has accustomed hie, forcing your brother not to forsake the 
equipment of the past. The “feather duster” becomes the sir conditioner 
and the “waterskin” and the “poc” became equipment one cannot do without 
at ell in cooling water; the “burlap bag,” by epraying it with water and 
putting vegetables end watermelon in it, becomes an irreplaceable refrig- 
eretor. Let us not forget, either, « return to the preservation of eeat 
by the old @ethod. In general, all these things heve been returning to 
the inhebitente of the town of Riyadh when the summer season approeches. 


The citizens have become accustomed to thie, eithough whet we observe is 
thet the cutoffs heave started to decrease, if not ectuselly cease, thanks 
to the efforte which the management of the Electric Company of Riyedh and 
Outekirte has made and is making because of the great interest on the pert 
of people directly responsible for the matter of Riyedh's electricity. We 
ere not stating this out of hypocrisy or propagende on behalf of the com- 
pany; rether, it is « fact, and the citigen felt and is feeling this 
change, both lest year and thie year. We cen stress thie through the 
superb achievement which hes taken place for the firet time during the ex- 
amination period, which peseed safely without any cutoffe. This phenomenon 
might give us hope that the company will be prepered and able strongly to 
persevere thie summer through sound planning and early preperation. Dear 
reader, it pleases us, during this report, to meet with Eng ‘Abd-el-‘Asiz 
‘Abd-al-Wahid, manager of che Electric Company of Aiyedh and Outekirte, 
who has described for the citizen everything concerning the company's 
preperstions for the summer in eddition to many iaportent things which con- 
cern the citizen. This discussion took place and we hope it will teke 








care of everything which ie of concern end interest to the citizen concern: 
ing electricity end the electric company, since it discusses the prepere- 
tione the Riyadh Biectric Company hee aade end is waking to eliminate the 
problem of the cutoff of electricity, provisionally thie eummer end defin- 
itively in coming years. 


Most of the cutoffe arise fram the load on branch distribution etetiones 
end main supply cebles or the old overhead network which operates at « 
level of 4,160 volte. 


For 3} yeare the company hes embreced « radical solution to deal with thie 
problem in particuler and to improve the conditions of ihe electric ser- 
vice the Riyedh Blectric Company provides in general. 


it hes striven to redesign and replen ite asin systems and main supply 
cables, providing suitable voltage for tranemiseion and distribution Lines 
and stations to guerentee thet current will be trenemitted end bear demand, 
and then to get rid of the old overhead system which is no longer consid 
ered at all suiteble for the conditions of electricity demand in the city 
of Riyadh. 


With thenke to God, it has succeeded in carrying out the major portion of 
thie task, so far completing the construction of e circuler line eround 

the city of Riyadh to transmit current at « level of 132,000 volts. In the 
pest 2 years, 310 kilometere of ground and overhead cable have been put in- 
to operation, functioning et thie voltage, and 1) main trenefer stations 
working et thie voltege eleo have been put into operation. 


in addition, 330,000 volt end 13,800 volt lines have been consolidated, 
and the totel put into operation at both of these two voltages came to 
612 kilometers in 1979. In the firet half of thie year, alone, 370 kilo- 
meters vere laid end put in operation. 


The distribution etations operating at 33,000 volts rose in number from 1/ 
at the end of 1977 to 62 at present, that is, an increase of 264 percent; 
wheat was inetelled in 1979 exceeds what had been installed and put in oper: 
ation since the compeny was established. The totel number of stations op- 
erating as of the etert of 1979 came to 1,24) while those instelled in 
1979 alone came to 1,780. The totel number of stations in service now 
comes to 3,975. 


Ae regards the overhead system operating at 4,160 volts, it has been pos- 
sible with God's help to get rid of 95 percent of that and replace it with 
a 13,900-volt network. This was achieved in record time of less than 2 
years ‘here achievements were eccompanted by the development of aa jor 
and periodic meintenance services on the lines and distribution stations. 


Thie has ail been reflected in the improvement of the conditions of the 
systems, which hes led to the elimination of part of the major technicel 
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explanations for the cutoffs the city of Riyadh wae complaining about. 


Ae regards the cutoffs to come, they result either from the lines being 
struck by contractors at excavations for other utilities or what lie with- 
in the normal limit of breakdowns in any network system in any country. 


The Seventh Station Will Be Adequate for Riyadh's Consumption 


Regerding the Riyadh Electric Company's projects to cover all areas and new 
sections with *.ectricity, Bag ‘Abd-al-'Agie al-'Abd-al-Wahid said, "The 
company is trying, indeed ie committed to noc deviating from ite new pr!’ -y 
of finishing the extensions to every area before the design and planni.. 
of ite main system, thus guaranteeing that the maximum will be provided 

for in the development of the region. This is all so that we may avoid re- 
current problems from ‘weak syetems.' However, this has not prevented and 
will not prevent the sound, secure linkup of electricity to all sections 
of the city of Aiyadh--in fact, the element of speed has committed us to a 
policy of bidding out these areas as independent projects to contractors 
besides our ordinary ones. 


"In the pest 2 years, we have sought to complete the bookup of electricity 
to the sections of al-Nasim, al-Rebwah, Baghlef, che King Paysel model sec- 
tion, Shubra, al-Rahmaniyah, north ai-‘'Ulya, al-Suwaydi, al-Pewvas, al- 
Rewlah 1, al-Rawde 2, al-Dar #i-Bayde', the district of north Stetion Four, 
north al-Sulaymaniyah, and al-Dar'iyeh al-Jaedidah.” 


On what hes been done as far as the great station on the el-Kharj Road, on 
which work is now underway, when it will be completed, and probable part 
ic will play, the director general of the Riyadh Electric Company said, 


"Thies station is called the company's installed generating plant in fact 
is almost the biggest ges turbine station burning raw fuel in the world. 
It consists of 16 gas turbine unite with a capacity of 50,000 kilowatts 
each, or a total capacity of 800,000 kilowatte. 


“The contract was signed for that on 5 July 1979 with the American General 
Electric Company and work on this project is continuing urgently. The 
firet unit will be ready for operation in mid-July 1980, and this will be 
followed by the other unite at « rate of one per month. 


"This station will back up the generation requirements of the city and out- 
skirts of Aiyedh.” 


255 Meter Change Requests per Month 


On the process of changing and replacing meters, and the fact that thet 
requires much time, especially when we realize that the area is inside the

"With respect to the first case, the replacement process does not take any 
time worth mentioning. 


"With reapect to the second case, it is necessary to restudy the situation 
so that supply will occur in @ sound manner which will suffice to meet re- 
quirements and the customer will not commit the same error again. 


"Following the improvement in the conditions of the systems, we have 
started to implement about 255 requests a month, while we receive about 330. 


"In our opinion, the rates are drawing close together, to the point where 
the time will soon come where replacement or added loads will occur as 
soon as the request is received.” 


A Complete Training Policy 


On the role the company is playing to prepere young Saudis qualified for 
future technical activities in the company, Eng ‘Abd-al-Wahid said, 


“The company is devoting special attention to this aspect, but there was 
no training program some time ago except for those contained in import con- 
tracts with the manufacturing firms. 


"Recently a training policy has been carried out which is concentrated on 
three aspects: 


"1. Raising the competence of Saudi employees by sending them on educa- 
tional and training missions abroad (the United States, Britain, Ireland, 
Japan), reaching periods of 4 years in some cases, after which the trainee 
gredvates as an engineer or a managerial person. The number of people 

sent on missions, receiving training and studies in various fields of elec- 
trical engineering, business administration and language courses, reached 
57. A comprehensiv? evaluation of all Saudi employees in the company is 
now taking place to determine the missions which should be sent this year. 


"2. Eetablishing a training and teaching center which will take charge of 
developing the employees’ capabilities through training courses as they 
perform their jobs. The number of these courses in 1979 came to 150, and 
1,300 employees benefited from them. 


“This year 59 courses were held and 3° employees benefited from them. 
“These courses include operation of modern machinery and equipment to 


connect and weld cables, lay underground and overhead lines, maintenance 
activities, transformer installation, safety and English language programs. 
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"3, The company has also proceeded to enroll a number of students with 
intermediate and primary educations in the teaching and training center, 
exposing them to intensified training and teaching for a period of 18 
months, after which they are qualified to work in systems activities, 


"The first group, consisting of 48 pupils, joined this course starting 
| January 19380, 


"The second group will join on 22 August 1980," 
22 Invoice Collection Centers 


On the reasons for the small number of company collection centers, whether 
there would be a solution to this problem in the future, whether there was 
a solution to the problem that readers come to houses in the morning when 
the owners are not present, and the development plans the company would 
carry out in order to develop distribution so that that would be consonant 
with the development steps the company was witnessing, he said: 


"The situation might be correct as far as previous years go; up to late 
1979 we had just 12 collection centers whereas there are now 22 collection 
centers working ia the morning and afternoon periods. That is an adequate 
number at present.

As 
for the old sections, the company will bring the meters outside the homes 
soon, God willing, as in the new sections. In any case the meter readers 
have clear plain instructions to return to read the meters whose owners do 
not want to be visited in the morning; they will return in the afternoons." 


Regarding the benefits the company offers its workers, and whether it in- 
tends to give them other benefits: 


“The company is very anxious to provide good psychological climate for its 
employees and is exerting efforts to prepare the employee and provide him 
with good circumstances which will make him able to produce, create and 
innovate in an exceptional manner, and carry out his work with full enthus- 
lasm so his production will be more abundant, his thinking clearer and his 
fitness better. Thus numerous excellent opportunities have been furnished 
for education, domestically and abroad; he and his family are provided 
with free health care and in addition housing has been built for tech- 
nicians at the company stations and there is a transportation allowance. 
Tn addition, attention is given to cultural and recreational aspects. A 
large library has been built which contains many religious and literary 








books, sources, textbooks and technical books. The effort has been made 
to create soccer, ping-pong end volleyball courte and we are studying the 
possibility of adding other benefite which ere in harmony with the develop 
ment of the workforce in the kingdom." 


Regarding the situation he hopes to see the company enjoy in the future, 
BEng ‘Abd-al-'Agiz al ‘Abd-al-Wahid said, 


"The subject of contentment is always a relative one. In my opinion »o 
one ie wholly satisfied with the job whose responsibilities he purev « and 
whose concerns he exercises, especially if thie job ise directly and f' mly 
connected to the public and he has @ strong bond with their intere. « and 
comfort. Therefore, to speak the truth, I do not believe that Iwi | ever 
reach the point of satisfaction with everything there is; I wieh fo. devel 
opment in our service." 


On the role which is expected of the citizen toward the company, so that 
the company may provide the best services, he said, "Giving proper infor 
mation at times of requests, in terms of the location and the equipment 
to be installed, the appliances to be used with electricity, and so forth, 
and guiding consumption, | mean, using electricity when we need it and 
when we are at home, since there is no use in leaving air conditioners on 
while the whole family is outeide the house, and providing adequate houses 
in the plans for new sections." 


On the role the company has played and is playing to insure the principle 
of safety for citizens, Bng 'Abd-al Wahid said, 


"The company has printed a brochure which is being distributed among all 
customers containing information bearing on ways of coping with accidents 
arising from electric current and seans to avoid their occurrence at the 
outeet. If its contents are observed, that will be adequate."

SOVIETS SALD PREPARING FOR AL-ASAD'S DEMISE 
Cairo AL-JUMHURIYAH in Arabic 16 Jul 80 p 1 


[Article: "Moscow Preparing for Coup Against al-Asad; 4,000 Soviet Troops 
Arrive in Syria"] 


[Text] London--Thousands of pieces of Soviet equipment and weapons are flow- 
ing into Damascus. Four thousand Soviet advisers and experts have arrived in 
Syria and this figure will be dowbled shortly in the wake of a setret treaty 
already concluded between the Soviet Union and Syria. 


Western intelligence sources have reported that General (Shevioc), the deputy 
chairman of the Soviet army's Political Department, was seen in Damascus 
recently. 


These sources link Shevloc's visit with the visit by his chief, General 
(Yebitchiev), to Kabul last fall. The sources have also said that the Soviets 
do not send their prominent generals to any area unless they are on the thres- 
hold of an enormous change in their policy and they are about to adopt a 
serious decision concerning involvement of the Soviet combat troops. 


Yebitchiev's arrival in Afghanistan was in preparation for the Soviet invasion 
of Kabul. It is not unlikely that Shevloc's visit is in preparation for the 
inflow of Soviet forces to Damascus to support al-Ased and to prepare for 


staging a deep coup. 


It is said in the western intelligence sources that Russia is searching for 
another Babrak Karmal in Syria to stage a coup against al-Asad like the one 
staged in Kabul. [sic] 


To realize this, the Soviets are currently cooperating with the Syrian intel- 
ligence and they have sent units of commando forces known by the name of the 
(Spisnaz) to take part with the Syrian army in wiping out the rebels in nor- 
thern Syria who reject the local government syster. 


Families of the Soviet advisers have been withdrawn from northern Syria after 
repeated attacks against then.

RIF'AT AL-ASAD'S VISIT TO BLYADH, RELATIONS WITH UNITED STATES ANALYZED 
London AL-HAWADITH in Arabic 25 Jul 60 pp 20-21 


[Article by Suiernen al-Pargali: “In Wake of Rif'at al-Asad's Visit to 
Riyadh: Furious Race in Area Between Relaxation and Explotion; Damascus 
Apprehensive of Political Dimensions of U.S. Congressional Resolution to 
Stop Aid to Syria”) 


[Text! The surprise vieit recently paid by Rif'at al-Asad, the brother of 
Svrian President ‘ia'iz al-Aead, to Saudi Arabia has been the main subject 
discussed by the press aud diplomatic circles in the major capitals, 
especially since the vicit has come in the wake of noticeable frigidity in 
the relations between Damascus and Riyadh<-a frigidity that has been secret 
to nobody. The importance and delicate nature of the siesion have been 
indicated by the fact that the Syrian President has chosen his brother and 
mot anybody elee for thie @ission. The importance of political missions is 
usually measured by the importance of the persons chosen for them. 


Therefore, the importance of the vieit is not the subject of discussion. 

What has drawn the observers’ attention is ite timing. It is from this tia- 
ime that they have sade their conclusions regarding the issues discussed, 
especially since only implicit information has been leaked besides the joint 
communique which, in turn, indicates the importance of the new Syrian-Saudi 
meeting under the special domestic circumstances of Syria, the general 
political and international circumstances through which the Middle East 
efisis is paseing and under the circumstances of the current Arab relations-- 
relatione that have weakened in comparison to what they were between the 
Baghdad and Tunis sumite. 


Rif’at al-Asad’s visit to Riyadh has coincided with the second military coup 
staged by the Lebanese "halanges in the eastern area and with Iraq's celebra- 
tion of the July revolution annivereary. The visit has also come in the wake 
of Damascus’ decision that visas gust be acquired before entry into Syria--a 
decision which forced nearly 50,000 Saudi summer vacationers who had been on 
their way to Bludan and Latakia to return home--and in the wake of the U.S. 
Ceagress’ resolution to abolish the U.S. aid for Syria. 








Some lobservers|) say thet the Syfien President has sent his brother to Riyadh 
to tell the Saudie that the president's serious step in the direction of the 
Soviet Union is ne “joke” thie time, unless Syria's conditions and interests 
ate (° 8 into consideration by the others. These observers add that the 
bytios President hes thus thrown the ball in their [the Saudis’! court, 
abeolving himself of the choice. Othets eay that Syria has not been in need 
of the Amman conference to show that it has been under a state of “Arab 
siege’ which hase contributed to complicating ite internal situation and 
weakening ite position toward the Camp David accords, that it has been forced 
to break thie eiege either in the Saudi direction of the Iraqi direction and 
that it hase chosen the former direction for numerous considerations, espe- 
clally since all the previous coordination attempts made between Baghdad and 
Damascus since 1970=<the latest being the agreement whose page was turned 
over almost 4 year ago~--have failed. The iragqise have their view on why the 
Sytian regime has knocked at the Saudi door and not their door this time. 
They point out that the Syrian regime had always come to them to overcome an 
international dilemma or a critical domestic dilemma and that they have al- 
ways opened the door for thie regime and turned a new page with it only to 
find that the relations would deteriorate anew and that thie deterioration 
would be followed by vituperations and attacks. According to the Iraqis, 
thie hae futilely repeated for three times and they are not ready for a fourth 
experiment. The Iraqis, according to what they say, are not hostile to the 
Syrian regime, in the sense that they fulfill their commitments toward this 
regime on time and that they do not offer ite domestic opponents any aid, 
regardless of their opinions of this regime's policy and positions. But at 
the same time, they do not want to give this regime the opportunity to use 
them to strengthen iteelf against ite enemies at home and against the other 
Arab axes. Insofar as Damascus is concerned, the Iraqi game has ended within 
the same framework in which it hed been projected previously, namely the 
unionist framework, and thie game is still possible within 4 general Arab 
framework to which Baghdad is mot the inlet. The Iraqi-Syrian relations are 
normal but are not likely to become better or worse in the short run. This 
is why the Syrian complaint is focused on Jordan these days. The Syrians 
accuse the Jordanians openly of supplying the Muslim Brotherhood with aid 
and of providing it with the opportunities of training and of transporting 
weapons [into Syria|. Even though the Syrians do not make 4 similar com- 
plaint against Iraq and even though the lukewarm relations between Baghdad 
and Damascus have not reached the point of open hostility which had prevailed 
2 years ago, the Syrians hint at the presence of a Jordanian-Iraqi alliance 
which is tacitly approved by Saudi Arabia. This, according to the observers, 
has ite causes and will have its consequences when the outcome of Rif ‘at 
al-Asad's visit to Riyadh appears. 


it may be true that President al-Asad has chosen his brother for the Saudi 
mission ‘ece.se of the personal friendship that ties this brother with Prince 
‘Abdallah ibn ‘Abd-al-'Agiz, the second deputy prime minister and the national 
guard commander, and because of ‘Abd-al-Halim Khaddam's preoccupation with the 
Amman conference. However, it is also true that despite the cool relations 
between Damascus and Riyadh recently, the Syrian President has not dropped 
saudi Arabia from his main calculations regarding the Arab balances since his 
visit to Riyadh and his agreement with the late King Fayeal ibn ‘Abd-al-‘Aziz 
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te coordinate the roles in the Kamadan war. In explaining this, it ia said 
that al-Asad noticed during the 1967 war that a main reason of the defeat in 
that war was the absence of coordination between the frontline estates and the 
second line, or supporting, states=-meaning the otl estates. So, al-Asad made 
his visit to Riyadh to bring the weight of the second line states into the 
international balance, 


The Saudi-Syrian relations remained somewhat good from 1973 until they turned 
cool 2 years ago. in thie regard, the Saudis have their logic and their 
reasons, even . ough they agree with Syria on opposing the Camp David accords 
and even thou, they consider Syria the first defense line of the Arab nation, 
as stated in the recent joint communique with Rif'at al-Assad. The Saudis say 
in reply to Damascus’ claims that they don't know if there is an alliance in 
the true sense of the word between Amman and Baghdad. But in case such an 
alliance exiets, they underetand ite motives in view of the emergence of the 
signe of a Syrian-lranian alliance since the time Khomeyni attained power in 
Tehran. The Saudis say that thie (alliance) has caused the outbreak of inci- 
dente in some Arab areas that have threatened to foil the balances existing 
in the area. This consideration is foremost among the causes of the cool 
relations between Damascus and Riyadh. Added to this, in the Saudi view, is 
the Syrian position toward the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, considering 
that Damascus bovcotted the [siamabed conference. 


Then comes the endless Lebanese series. In this regard, the Saudis censure 
Damascus strongly because it has considered them a mere financial partner 
whose task is to finance the Deterrence Forces even though they, the Saudis 
say, are che ones who saved the relations between Syria and the Palestinian 
resistance in the Riyadh conference and saved the Syrian-Lebanese relations 
in Bayat-al-Din conference. This is why the Saudis find no reason or justi- 
fication for their intentional exclusion from the Lebanese arena, whether in 
terms of advice or in terms of control. They cite as evidence of this exclu- 
sion the foiling of the Quadrilateral Committee and other similar efforts. 
Saudi Arabia believes that it has a fundamental role in Lebanon by virtue of 
ite being the only Arab country that is open to all the forces and trusted 
by all the parties. Saudi Arabia also believes that one of the reasons for 
what has happened in Lebanon is [Syria's] monopolistic formulation of a policy 
that doesn't take into consideration the advice of all the forces that are 
interested in restoring health to the State of Lebanon. 


The international and Arab analyses of the recent Syrian opening up to Saudi 
Arabia are various and diverse but they agree on one point, namely the in- 
voived situation in Syria as a result of the security conditions emanating 
from the activity of the Muslie Brotherhood. It has been noticed recently 
that the Syrian situation has monopolized a large part of the efforts of the 
western information media, even though the western media had been silent for 
@ long time on this situation. 


The U.S. papers in particular have certain criteria for making conclusions 
regarding the reasons for the Syrian situation that has led to opening up to 
Saudi Arabia. These papers point out the failure of the three cards that 








Syria has tried to use recently, namely: The Iranian card, the Lebanese 
card and the Soviet card. The continuous turbulence in Iran has given Iraq 
ah opportunity to take a winning position toward Iran at both the Arab and 
international levels, especially in connection with the issue of Bahrain 
and the issue of the Arab Gulf islands occupied by the Iranian forces, 
Added to thie is the position of offense that Iraqi President Saddam Husayn 
has personally taken against Khomeyni and Khomeynism=-a position that has 
made 4 prominent NEW YORK TIMES commentator say that Saddan Husayn has won 
the war against Khomeyni. 


it is natural that the Syriane would understand the effect of this position 
on them. They were not able to cause 4 decisive turn in the situation or to 
deal with it by withdrawing from their relationship with Iran. So, they 
advised the lraniane to improve their relations with the neighboring Arab 
countries so a8 to brighten their Arab image. Ase a result, Sadegh Ghotbeadeh, 
the Lranian minister of foreign affaires, toured Syria, Kuwait and the UAE in 
an attempt to reassure the Gulf countries and eliminate their fears of Iran 
and, consequently, to neutralize them and prevent them from strengthening 
their alliance with Baghdad, especially since Kuwait has taken a position of 
open support for Iraq. However, Ghotbeadeh's tour turned into an ill-fated 
tour in the wake of his rash declaration in Damascus about “Saddam Husayn's 
death and his going to hell." It became evident shortly afterwards that the 
news was imaginary. Moreover, Ghotbeadeh himself was subjected to a real 
assassination attempt in Kuwait. 


As for Lebanon, the Lebanese conflicts which used to be a winning card in the 
hand of the Syrians in the past, have now turned into a burden for the Syrians 
and the winds of these conflicts have begun to blow into Syria itself. It is 
eaid that large quantities of the weapons seized by the Syrian security for- 
ces during the recent combing operations in the northern Syrian cities had 
found their way into Syria from Lebanon. This is why it has been noticed 
recently that the Svrian position toward the conditions in Lebanon has been 
based on the principle of “block the door through which the wind blows and 
have peace.” Even the Phalangist coup againet the National Liberals has not 
been, in the view of the Syrians, something special that requires interven- 
tion. 


Even though the Syrian relations with the Phalanges have been tense in the 
past 2 years, the Syrians have acted since the beginning of their intervention 
in Lebanon on the basis that the Phalanges are the main force on the Lebanese 
arena. Moreover, the Syrians have not cut off the thread of dialogue with the 
Phalanges. Therefore, the forces disturbed by the Phalangist coup against the 
Liberals, including former President Sulayman Franjiyah, do not conceal their 
censure to their Svrian allies in this regard. 


However, the Soviet card continues to be the sost dangerous card in view of 
its impact on the international situation. The Syrians are better aware of 
this fact than others and this is why they have used this card skilfully to 
freeze any Arab or international movement against them. The anti-Soviet Arab 
and international forces are also aware of the danger of this card and know 














that any firm Syrian decision in this direction means war, but (the outcome 
of) war is net guaranteed for the Syrians and war is not desired by the 
Soviets themselves, Rif'at al-Aead's visit to Saudi Arabia has raised a 
question that has been pending since the Egyptian=leraeli negotiations 
started to falter in recent months, namely the question of whether the situa 
tion in the Arab world, especially on the Syrian=-Lebanese-lsraeli borders, 
has teached the point of explosion. The U.N. observers are very afraid of 
the period extending from Auguet to November 1980<<the period in which there 
is real vacuum insofar as decision making in the White House is concerned-- 
because the Israeli government, led by Menachem Begin, may exploit the failure 
of the negotiations with Egypt to deal a blow to the Syrian front. 





All this, those who are well-informed say, was put on the negotiations table 
for a quick stock taking in the two-hour session of frank discussions between 
Prince Fahd ibn ‘Abd=al-'Agiz, the crown prince and the first deputy prime 
minister, and Rif'at al-Asad. As a result, the final communique has been 
clear and strong in underlining the Arab position against Camp David and in 
stressing the Saudi support for Syria. Al-Asad reviewed to Prince Fahd all 
the pressures shouldered by Syria and familiarized him with the picture of 
the internal situation and with the consequences that may emanate [from con- 
tinuation of the support given to the Muslim Brotherhood by some neighboring 
Arab countries--support that may impose on the Syrian regime options that 

it does not want but into which it may be forced if the Saudis and the other 
neutral Arabs do not intervene to stop this involvement in Syria's internal 
affairs, that ie if there is a serious effort to confront Camp David and con- 
sidering that thie confrontation is a collective Arab duty. Rif'at al-Asad 
has said that foiling the Camp David plot and defeating all its parties is a 
collective Arab responsibility and that Syria is determined to achieve 
strategic balance with the Zionist enemy, benefiting from the aid of all the 
brothers in the Arab homeland and of the friends outside the Arab homeland 
“because in this course alone lies the force capable of destroying the Camp 
David plot.” 


Those close to the Syrian regime are satisfied with the outcome of Rif‘ at 
al-Asad's visit and say that hie use of the phrase “all the brothers in the 
Arab homeland" indicates a real desire for Arab reconciliation. As for the 
opponents of the Syrian regime, they do not conceal their displeasure at the 
visit. These opponents have tempered down their wager on the foreign forces 
in their battle against the regime. They say that these forces do not want 
to weaken the regime to the point of toppling it and, at the same time, they 
do not want to strengthen it to the degree where it will take independent 
positions. The opponents conclude from this that the foreign forces use them 
and that they reap no benefit from these forces. This is why it is said that 
some Syrian opposition forces are now seeking reconciliation with the Syrian 
regime by asserting their breakaway from the Muslim Brotherhood so that the 
forthcoming Arab reconciliation may not catch them unawares and so that they 
may not emerge empty handed from here and there. Neutral observers say that 
this reconciliation has become probable and imminent in view of the fact that 
in return for the Saudi mediation, Syria has given varying assurances concern- 
ing its Iranian, Lebanese and Soviet policies--assurances whereby the Syrian 
regime has preserved its line of retreat in case the said mediation falters. 
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This explains the second phrase in Rif'at al-Asad's statement which adds "the 
friends outside thie homeland” to the phrase "all the brothers in the Arab 
home Land," 


Information received from Rivadh in the wake of Rif'at al-Asad's visit saya 
that Prince Fahd ibn ‘Abd=al-'Agie will carry the Arab concerns that have 
gathered before him, including the recent frank discussions with his Syrian 
guest, and tour a number of Arab capitale in an endeavor to block the gap and 
to unite the Arab ranks in a phase considered to be the most important and 
serious phase. This information estimates that Fahd's Arab tour for this 
purpose will take place after the month of Ramadan, 


There are two things currently in the scales and it is most likely that their 
features will become clear after the forthcoming National Congress of the rul- 
ing paper in Damascus: The Saudi mediation on the one hand and the Syrian- 
Soviet summit on the other. The Syrian sources have leaked reports in Beirut 
to the effect that President Hafiz al-Asad may visit Moscow shortly or that a 
summit may be held between al-Asad and Brezhnev in Damascus if the Soviet 
leader's health permits. These sources have described this possibility as a 
“qualitative step” in the Syrian-Soviet relations. 


Even though the Arab sources say that thie leakage is intended for putting 
the expected Saudi mediation in a race with time, they agree with the Syrian 
sources which say that the message which Rif'at al-Asad has carried to 

Riyadh has been to the effect that “he who has forewarned is absolved" in 
case the Saudi mediation fails. Such failure will make it look as if the 
Soviet options have been imposed on Syria whereas Syria doesn't want to really 
take then. 


Few people know what Saudi Arabia has promised Rif'at al-Asad. The few in- 
clude Yasir ‘Arafat, the PLO Executive Committee chairman, who has been 
familiarized with both the Saudi and Soviet sides of the situation. The 
Palestinian resistance sources say that during his visit to Moscow, ‘Arafat 
coordinated his position with the Syrian position and carried with him a 
complete file of the situation in the area, including the weapon demands. 

it is said that the new arms deal for Syria and the resistance may not come 
from Moscow this time but through one of the eastern bloc countries. It is 
considered very likely that last week's visit to Poland by Gen Mustafa Talas, 
the Svrian minister of defense, was within this sphere. 


As for the Americans, they insist on insinuating that the Syrian movement in 
this or that direction is a movement for blackmail and that the Congressional 
resolution abolishing the U.S. aid program for Syria is meant to make sure of 
thie matter [sic]. Syria started receiving this aid, amounting to 90 million 
dollars annually, in 1974. This eum was suspended in 1979 and abolished 
finaliy in the middle of the current month of June, as the U.S. ambassador has 
been notified. 











Even though this U.S, aid is insignificant and even though Saudi Arabia, 
Libya, Kuwait, the UAL of any [eiec)] other Arab state can Make up for it, 
its political indications are what is important, The U.5,. bmbassy in 
Damascus has pointed out that the resolution was taken for several reasons 
connected with Syria's position on the Lebanese arena, its relations with 
the Soviet Union and finally, and thie is the most important, with its hos 
tile position toward the Camp David accords, 


These who know how the U.S. syetem operates affirm that this resolution is 
meant to explore the Syrian intentions because the Congress’ approval of 
the resolution doesn't mean that it has become politically binding to the 
decision maker at the White House who has not severed his relations with 
Damascus and who described President al-Assad when the two met in Geneva } 
years ago as “the great president -( Syria. Ae for the Syrians, they say 
that the congressional resolution part of the political, economic and 
security pressures intended to harass the Syrian regime and to force it to 
succumb, 





However, it is indubitable that the real picture of the Syrian situation 
within the framework of the intricate Arab and international relations and 
as conveyed to the Saudis by Rif'at al-Asad during his recent visit puts the 
area in a furious race between relaxation and explosion. for whichever wins, 
the Lebanese arena will be the gate.

MUSLIM BROTHERHOOD-<This morning, security forces raided a Muslim 
brotherhood den in the Bab al-Nasr area of Aleppo. The security forces 
exchanged fire with the members of the gang inaide the den, They 
succeeded in storming the den and in killing ite occupants, amounting 
to nine persons, including two women. They confiscated documents and 
identity cards that were ready for distribution. They aleo seized a 
large quantity of various weapons, one photocopying machine, one

OLL FIELDS DEVELOPMENT~-An agreement was signed recently to develop 3 oil 
fields in Abu Dhabi and to build collection and export complexes and in- 
stallations on Dalma Island. The company which contracted for the project 
will begin construction very soon, so that economic benefit can be obtained 
from the project by 1984. The project will cost about $700 million, cover- 
ing the construction of important petroleum complexes on Dalma Island, in- 
cluding a port for exporting crude oil, a petroleum collection center, 
excavations for and construction of platforms, and extending pipelines 
between the stations and the ofl] fields and between the stations and the 
island. Gas separation stations, petroleum storage tanks, electric power 
plante and residential complemes will also be built on the island. ADNOC 
will have a 60 percent share in the fields, and JUDCO will have 40 percent. 
Meanwhile, UDCO will develop the Satah, Jarnin and Dalma fields. In another 
petroleum context, during May 45,750,376 barrels were produced by active Abu 
Dhabi fields, of which ADCO produced 24,772,266 barrels, ADMA 15,435,005 
barrels, Total-Abu-Bakush 4,220,166 barrels, the Japan Company 653,256 bar- 
rele, and Amiradahish 651,683 barrels. During the same period 42,110,473 
barrels of crude ofl were exported, 24,716,775 barrels by ADCO, 15,371,502 
barrels by ADMA, 1,551,705 barrels by Abu al-Bakush, 3,650,622 barrels by 
the Japan Company, and 819,869 barrels by Amiradahish. The daily export 
rate was 1,390,660 barrels.

OIL INSTALLATION SECURITY MEASURES--The newspaper AL-KHALIJ, published in 
Sharjah, has reported that the Gulf of] states have intensified their 
measures for guarding oil installations in their territories. The newspaper 
said that these measures include the production fields, refineries, pipelines 
between production fields and export ports, and storage tanks. Citing Gulf 
diplomatic sources, it added that these measures are being taken as a neces- 
sary step in the wake of sabotage operations witnessed by some states in the 
area. in this context, these sources indicated that several European organi- 
zations are offering various proposals to some Gulf states, through their 
embassies in European capitals, for providing the petroleum states with ad- 
vanced electronic warning devices to protect their oil installations. The 
newspaper indicated that the Gulf of] states are now consulting among then- 
selves about adopting similar precautionary seasures and using a standard 
warning system.
